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THE INHERENT RIGHT OF ISSUE 


By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


»|T a time when there is a leading proposition before the bankers 
of the country with reference to an emergency currency, and ‘an 
enlarged credit, it is well to let the mind dwell on some of the 
other phases of the general question of the right of issue. If a 

man may not borrow at will, what may he do in the realm of finance and 
commerce! If a man, forsooth may not borrow when and where he will and 
ean, what will become of the bank? And as the bank is an artificial per- 
son, may it not also pledge its credit when and where it will? And if there 
is to be a restriction to its borrowing, albeit under the name of expansion 
and increased facilities, ought not the bank, and especially the small one, 
to know it? 

The very foundation of the freedom of trade lies in the power, and the 
right as well, of the individual to borrow. It is one of those rights which 
grow out of the relations of things. Deny to a man the right to pledge his 
own credit, to promise to pay in the future, to mortgage his energy, to 
anticipate the result of his labor, to forstall the seasons, and commerce 
dwindles and with it civilization. It is true that under this right the world 


(17) 
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has gone on until today it may be said to be bankrupt. No nation of men 
can pay their debts. War and famine, greed and luxurious living, gather- 
ing the small units of credit together, have gone on and on until today there 
is a mountain of debt everywhere. Years must elapse, and indeed in some 
way there must be an easement, but the fact remains, bankruptcy. 

Nevertheless without the light and leverage of credit life and love die 
out of the world. Man must perish if he is forbidden to pledge his honor 
and his future toil for his present need. So that the right to borrow is an 
inherent one. And it inheres to the artificial person just as it does to the 
natural one. 


Borrowing from Many Instead of a Few 


It follows that if there is a right to borrow it may be from many as 
well as one. The bank is a borrower from its depositors. The relation of 
debtor and creditor obtains the moment the money passes over the counter. 
And it is the same when there is an issue of bank notes. The bank is simply 
borrowing from that one who may have the bank note. And yet there is 
a difference that it is well to remember. The bank note is backed in fact 
by nothing but credit. There were, we are told, a few national banks which 
organization made their notes payable in gold. But they have gone out of 
business. This is a dangerous proposition in the actual conditions of money 
issues. 


Standing of the National Bank Note 


Now, the national bank note is based on legal tenders, and these are the 
government’s promise to pay, and remain so, never being brought to the 
point of exchange for gold, though under a gold standard they are guar- 
anteed to be the same as gold by the government. The banker promises to 
pay in legal tenders his depositor, and the same with his noteholder. But 
this is promising to pay in credit. And it will lead us all to a better under- 
standing of banking in this country if we understand that the deposits them- 
selves are very largely a form of credit, indeed the time may come when 
it will be recognized that as men deposit credit they cannot therefore all 
at once demand gold. But this is not more than a bold thought at present! 


Collateral Effect Should be Considered 


But while the right to borrow from many is the same as the right to bor- 
row from one, the same with the corporation as with the individual, there is 
a collateral effect which we must consider and this is that the bank note is 
a form of money and must issue under such natural laws as will not only 
protect trade and the eredit of the business world at the time but in such 
manner as will afford protection to itself. In a word it must not depreciate 
after it gets into the channels of trade. 

There must be therefore a law of being for the bank note. And it lies 
in the need of the community. If there is a time when the bank’s credit will 
pass from hand to hand and serve to pay indebtedness and to buy and sell 
then it has a right to come into existence. And it depends only on the com- 
munity’s willingness to accept the token. There is an underlying reason for 
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this. It is not always that men are willing to accept a form of credit. 
L When they are, then it will serve the purposes of money. 
The history of the bank note will run back to a primitive time when it 
was wholly based on coin ai as only given out by the bank becaus: r 
the foreign moneys whivl stood behind it had a fixed value and were ac- 
tually in the vaults of the bank. But it me to be discovered later that 
the credit of the bank might also be pledged in this way since there would 


be no need to keep all the coin on hand and since the bank itself might un- 
dertake to redeem in coin or in its equivalent. So that when the community 
needs an issue of this kind and expresses that need by using it, even as men 
did in an early day in this country use the due bill of the country merchant 
so the issue depends on a need that is based in legitimate trade and a need 
therefore that is acknowledged by use. 


Based Also on the Ability of the Bank 


The other factor in a good bank note is the ability of the bank to make 
it good. And just here is where the function of government comes in. It 
stands as a sponsor, through artificial laws and requirements that are in- 
tended to tell the people that the bank is good for what it does. It is not 
a permission to the bank from the government to issue. Some of the higher 
courts have decided that the right of issue may be exercised by the private 
banker under the common law right. The people are the government and 
they simply decree the conditions under which the issue may be put out 
for their own convenience, that they may know the bill or bank note is good 
and knowing this may use it with impunity. So that the bank comes into 
question as to its ability. 


Fault in the Present System 


And just here we reach the fault that lies in the present system of issue. 
It is not an issue based on the common law right, but one which has tied to 
it the string of making a market for the United States bonds. That this is 
entirely out of date may now be recorded in the light of the last issue of 
bonds which are not a basis for national bank circulation. The selling of 
these for a premium, bearing only three per cent shows that it is no longer 
necessary to make a market for the obligations of the greatest government 
on earth. The ability of the bank to redeem its own issues and its right to 
a line of credit now comes into view just as we would examine the right 
of an individual to borrow. It must be known that the bank has some means 
of making its promise to pay good. And this of course lies in its assets. 
But as these are of a fluctuating variety, it will of course be wise to place 
them temporarily in other hands or to furnish a means of redemption that 
will not allow them to stray too far from home and stay out too long. 


Good for What it Will Borrow 


There is a phrase now which comes into use. The banker has a way of 
stating in his credit slip, ‘‘good for what he will want to borrow.’’ It is 
the same with the bank. It must be good for what it will borrow of the 
community by the issue of its credit. And it must be good because it holds 
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the credit of the community in sufficient form to guaranty the notes which 
it puts out. It may be that it will not ask the right of general issue. It may 
be that in an emergency it will go to its city correspondent and rediscount, 
and in this event put up its collateral which will be the credit of its cus- 
tomers. It may be that it will seek to issue without the formality: of the 
intervention of others and in this event it has the right to do so, if the 
expediency is questioned. So that the right does not depend on the size of 
the institution but only on the ability to make its issues useful to the 
people. 


One Principle Which Must be Considered 


Here of course there comes in a principle that must be observed. And 
since laws are directory, here, in their proper sense, and not declaratory, 
since the charter does not give the bank power but rather the goodwill of 
the community, therefore there must be some means of issue which will over- 
come the obstacle of having a thousand form of bank bills and no means of 
their speedy and adequate redemption. We come therefore to the point of 
the centre of artificial or of natural law. The natural law declares that 
this directory method of allowing the bank to exercise its full creditmaking 
power will be and must be by laws that the banks themselves make out of 
their own need. Or it must be the arbitrary enactment of a federal law. 
Manifestly the former will best subserve the interests of the people, since it 
is close to the very creditmaking power of the people. The clearing house 
now comes into view. 


Commerce Sustained by Local Credit 


We shall not do more here than allude to the power there is in the 
clearing house to regulate issues through the forms and formalities of clear- 
ing house loan certificates broken up into small denominations. Nor is it 
a far ery to suppose that this might be done in ordinary times as well as in 
times of crisis. We recur to the idea that the community must furnish 
the underlying basis of issue. That is to say if the community has enough 
of enterprise, if it has enough of business to sustain a bank, it has enough 
eredit pledged with that bank to render it possible for that bank to issue 
notes. Size of the institution is a mere arbitrary thing. It has nothing to 
do with the right of issue, as said before. It is the right of every bank, the 
inherent right, to issue its own obligations. And it follows that in propor- 
tion to the need will there be a demand, and in proportion to the demand 
will there be that sanction which gives to the bank not only the right but 
the duty of issue and gives to the community the corresponding duty and 
right of using the issue. It does not need always that a bank note travel 
far from home. It is needful that it be used at home. In the old days the 
idea of thus lending credit at the bank was to get the note away from home 
so that it would be slow in coming back that it might earn more. This is 
not the object of modern emergency issue. It is to perform the work of 
money and to make trade easier and sustain the fabric of credit. So that 
the law of its life, speaking of the bank note, is its service. It ought to 
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come home when there is no need for it and it will. And by the same token 
every community ought to be its own lawmaker with reference to the accept- 
ance of bank issues. This is the principle involved, no matter what in 
practice. 


Local Fountains Sustain the Ocean of Credit 


It is well to get this principle of issue fully in mind. If it is the cor- 
rect one we are in danger of beginning at the wrong end. Mark that this 
local demand is the regulator of amount as well as time. But if we on the 
other hand create some great instrument of credit issue that shall absorb all 
the rights of all the small banks in this matter it cannot: respond to local 
need and it cannot be amenable to the retirement which will come about 
naturally when the local need has been filled. These fountains of credit at 
the country bank make the great stream of credit which eventually flowing 
out of the banks of the great metropolis of the nation reach the farther 
shores of the world and make international trade possible. And just in 
proportion as they do so, just in that proportion they make the need of 
gold at home less insistent. That is to say if the bank note of the small 
bank, and no limit is offered in size in theory though there probably must 
be one in practice, will do the business of the locality it will leave free the 
mass of gold to do the business of the world. And here in proportion to 
the international exchanges the need of gold will diminish. The standard 
is worth all, and the amount may be worth little under the proper inter- 
national banking customs. But the point now to be remembered and con- 
sidered is that the small bank does furnish out of the credit power of the 
local community a part, and a considerable part, of the credit which issues 
out of the great centers. To make it the slave of these centers when it is 
already the support of them would be unwise and uneconomic and it is an 
injustice to the right of issue which is inherent in every bank regardless of 
size. This is the principle which must be ever present in our consideration 
of a circulating medium. 


The Natural Law Always at Work 


No matter what plan may be evolved to help us out of the difficulty of 
making a currency for emergencies it remains that the bank which first 
feels the need must be the bank that first supplies it. The need is local. 
Not that the great institutions in the great cities do not have a local need. 
They do. And they can by organization much more readily take care of it 
than can the remote small bank on the border. But it is the small bank in 
the average community, with the strength of that community behind it, and 
with the demand of that community in trade coming to its doors that must 
needs be made able to supply the demand, and out of its own and the com- 
munity’s power. To try to make it the subservient agency of some great 
centralized banking power is to destroy its natural and inherent functioning. 
One of its most natural functions being to emit credit in behalf of the com- 
munity according to the strength of the community and the permission of the 
community declared by use of its forms of credit. Any other way is to 
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place an artificial law at work over a natural law, and this means confusion 
and restriction. 

Credit is that principle in the community which promises to pay out of 
the future the need of the present. It is that goodwill which helps those 
who are in need of help. It is that resistless energy of man which overcomes 
the seasons, in their failures, which anticipates the products of the fields 
and the forges and the marts and makes the genius of the present the 
talisman of the future, which takes what is to come by means of promise 
and makes it into present performance, in a word which enables men to 
live according to the laws of their own being in the light of the laws of God. 


Artificial Law Inefficient Without Natural 


Conformity is the watchword of every efficient artificial law. If the 
natural law is subverted only confusion can come. It is the law of banking 
that since it is a ecreditmaking machine it must act of and within itself. 
The government has primarily nothing to do with making money or regulat- 
ing credit. The laws of the natural world of business will do this. What 
an insuperable clog it is on the right of a bank to issue that it shall be com- 
pelled to go out into the markets of the country and buy one kind of bond 
and make it the basis of issue. Can ever a nation hope to have a stable 
bank-credit-issue based on this, let alone a flexible one. For the stability 
of credit is its power to respond to need. One cannot get into the markets 
and go to the extent of a trade to get bonds and take them to Washington 
and have an issue made out of them in time to meet the seasonal needs of 
trade to say nothing of the demands of a crisis. 


Some Things Worthy of Careful Thought 


The time has come to know this, and it is recognized, but it is also time 
to know that any great centralized power in the banking world that shall 
have the whole say in the matter of issue will be just as foreign to the emer- 
gency, and perverts the principle of banking which we have been elucidat- 
ing in this article. It is time for us to know and feel this. We are apt to 
begin at the wrong end. And doing this we are apt to curtail the natural 
laws which work and thus prevent the small bank from coming into its own. 
This feeds the system, and to cut off the credit making power of the bank, 
the local bank, as it is drawn directly from the community, is to make it the 
slave if a system, and to even curtail the power of the central institution 
the while it is dwarfing the small bank. This is a paramount fact of the 
hour. 


Handicapping the Present System 

Any plan which does not recognize the right of the original units in our 
banking system to exercise their pristine credit-making power derived from 
their intimate local connection with commerce, not only handicaps the small 
bank but it intereferes with and restricts local trade. It is a fundamental 
fact that must be considered. We must begin at the right place. We must 
recognize the underlying principles. We must not strive to overturn nat- 
ural law but to conform to it. 
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It may be said in conclusion of this short essay into the realm of credit 
that the small bank was never in the position that it occupies at the present 
time. The differences between the state and national control are becoming 
more pronounced through unwise methods adopted by some of the states 
to guaranty deposits. The government itself has gone into the banking 
business through the Postal banks and their influence is yet to be deter- 
mined. 


Conflict Between Classes of Banks 


There is a conflict between the trust companies and national banks which 
is not proper in view of the fact that the commercial bank and the trust 
company are not in antagonism. And there is state legislation galore with 
references to state banks and trust companies and with reference to the seg- 
regation of deposits and other kindred topics of management. Then there 
is over all the continued agitation of a new Scheme for Currency. If it is 
not worked out wisely, the small bank is in great danger of becoming 
a subservient factor of the large one, and the present independent banking 
system subverted by one which will or branch banking in fact if not in 
name. The small bank must be preserved as the friend and guardian of 
local trade.

ALDRICH LAW FOR CURRENCY REFORM

|} HERE is much discussion at the present time among the 
financiers and business men throughout this country as to the 
merits of the proposed Aldrich Law, and its effectiveness in 
providing a remedy for our financial ailments. 

After a close study of this proposed law, I am of the opinion that it 
provides the best solution yet offered of one of the most important and diffi- 
cult problems now before the American public; a problem which will, if 
allowed to continue in its present injurious phases, result in inestimable 
losses. 

Conditions in the United States at present are peculiar. As the result 
of the great prosperity that we have enjoyed during the last ten years 
under the Protective Tariff System, a large amount of individual wealth 
has accumulated. 


Prosperity In Agricultural Sections 


In all the grain producing sections of the country the wealth in the 
hands of the farming classes amounts to many hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. Very little of this accumulated wealth has been re-invested in the 
lands which produced it. The major part of it has been deposited in local 
banks throughout the country. These banks in turn have been compelled 
to invest the greater part of this money in industrial enterprises. In other 
words, the ultimate profits of our ten years of prosperity have settled in the 
hands of the farmer, who, in turn, on account of the high interest rates paid 
him, has deposited a large part of this accumulated wealth in the banks. 
This money has been invested by the banks in the most advantageous man- 
ner. But the result of this system has placed the banks of the country in 
the position of guarantor for these industrial investments. 


Currency Stringency Is Periodical 
The business interests of the country today are not suffering from an 
actual lack of circulating medium. For all purposes and except during 
times of financial stress the banks hold sufficient currency. It is only on 
occasions when an undue demand is made upon them for payment of a 
major part of their deposits, or during a long period of financial depres- 
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sion, when a steady demand is made for liquidation, that our circulating 
medium requires to be increased. The banks do not hold their deposits 
in money at all times. In ordinary times of prosperity and plenty, these 
deposits are represented by relative values, which at such times are suffi- 
ecient, but which during times of financial depression, where confidence is 
lacking, with the resulting absence of demand, shrink materially. 

It will, therefore, be readily understood that what we need is an adjust- 
ment of our currency system whereby values can be held more stable and 
the awful losses incident to a financial depression partly if not entirely 
eliminated. 

Anxiety Regarding Recurring Depressions 

At the present time the great bugbear to every American business man 
and financier is the ever prevalent thought of these recurrent financial 
depressions. Their periodical reappearance means awful depreciation of 
values and resulting losses to every man in the business world, to every 
property owner, to every laboring man; in fact, to every American citizen 
irrespective of the business in which he may be engaged. . 

These financial and business depressions are largely due to the Ameri- 
ean people themselves. They are the result of our business methods, which 
in turn are the result of what we would say is essentially an American 
characteristic—over-enthusiasm, over-confidence, and the innate desire on 
the part of every American business man to supersede his neighbor’ and 
unduly inflate the value of his holdings. It is this undue amount of over- 
confidence and super-enthusiasm that it will be necessary to curb and hold 
within reasonable bounds before any remedy to eliminate panics can be 
successfully applied. 

Attitude of the People a Big Factor 

Of course the successful operation of our commercial enterprises de- 
pends largely on the ameunt of support they receive from the people at 
large. If business is carried on with a necessary degree of enthusiasm, 
there will exist a proportionate degree of confidence. Even the farm 
products of the country must depend largely upon this condition for their 
successful and profitable marketing. It can, therefore, be seen that the 
farmer, as well as the manufacturer, the wholesaler, the retailer; in fact, 
every business man must depend on this inspired confidence for successful 
operation, as virtually the entire product of our factories and of our farms 
is used within the United States. But this confidence must be based on 
sound conditions backed by values that are legitimate and real. 

And in this respect we have a very different condition to face in the 
United States from that which exists in Europe. There business confidence 
is much stronger; the tendencies to over-expansion are at a minimum and 
receive absolutely no encouragement from financial and business interests, 
and business risks are not made with the hazard that frequently ac- 
companies them in our own country. 

We have one of the greatest, yet one of the most unsatisfactory, bank- 
ing systems of any of the civilized countries, twenty thousand units all: 
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jealously and secretly guarding their interests, and as a result essentially 
antagonistic to one another, yet absolutely dependent on the successful 
operation of the whole. Mr. Aldrich’s proposed method to provide mutual 
local organizations of banks in order to bring these antagonistic units 
together into one large organization, as it were; to convert a heterogeneous 
mass into a homogeneous mass, in order to make an effective working body, 
is an excellent idea. -Here lies the fundamental strength of his proposed 
system. He desires, also, to place each bank in the position of checking 
every other bank of its local association. This will not only force the banks 
to more carefully protect their interests, but it will have the effect of a 
clearing house organization with its effective and increased supervision. 
It will place banks in a position whereby confidences looking to the pro- 
tection of their investments can be exchanged and of necessity will be ex- 
changed. It will also remedy an abuse which has assumed large propor- 
tions in the last five years—the floating of large loans by irresponsible 
parties through brokers. It will rehabilitate the system of commercial 
credits by an exchange of trade paper and the use of time drafts instead 
of the prevalent use of the accommodation one name paper. 


Value of Time Acceptances 


The system known to us as Foreign Credits is nothing more than an 
exchange of trade paper instead of the use of straight accommodation paper 
or direct credit. That is, commercial interests in the purchase and sale of 
their commodities, instead of settling direct, give a time acceptance. This 
is called a Bill of Exchange, or Trade Paper. This obviates the necessity 
of negotiating direct loans for use in immediate settlement of trade 
obligations. 

Industrial Promoters Take Advantage 


Under our present system, industrial promoters not only take advantage 
of the easy manner in which they can obtain direct loans, but they resort, 
when their enterprises are in a weakened condition, to the use of trade 
paper in payment for their purchases and the discounting of trade notes, 
which they insist upon having in settlement from their customers. It will 
readily be seen what danger to banking interests lurks in such a system. 
Even if it were possible to obtain the direct indebtedness of any such 
individual or firm for money borrowed, it is almost impossible to obtain 
any authentic information as to their trade liabilities, without a complete 
examination of the affairs of such industrial concerns, which is imprac- 
ticable. Our banks are, therefore, compelled to assume heavy risks with- 
out being able to take advantage of a commensurate degree of protection. 
This is the reason why the banks meet with such heavy losses when large 
industrial enterprises become insolvent. Under our present system weak 
concerns can obtain large advances with apparent ease from the banks, and 
as a result, are enabled to impose upon the banks. 

I have discussed this question with many of the leading bankers of the 
country, and I have had explained to me many different methods for 
remedying our present unsatisfactory conditions, but nowhere have I found 
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as good or as thorough a remedy as is suggested by Mr. Aldrich. The 
many details of his proposed financial system, providing for its operation 
and the administration of its affairs, are merely incidental compared with 
the principal issue involved—a restrictive limit to the undue expansive 
tendencies in our industrial system. 


Business Is Prey To Over-confidence 


This is a monumental task, as can be readily understood. The American 
business world is a prey to recurrent over-confidence and over-expansion. 
Mr. Aldrich proposes to curb these dangerous tendencies by bringing 
together and harmonizing as an effective working machine the many 
diversified and antagonistic banking interests which form the keystone of 
our whole industrial system today. 


Lack of Effective Check on Overdoing 


To repeat, the greatest element of inadequacy in our financial and in- 
dustrial system is this lack of any effective check on the tendency of the 
American business man to over-expand. It is this unrestricted tendency 
that must be mechanically curbed by an effective but elastic currency 
law. Does the Aldrich law provide the necessary restrictions? I would 
say that it does, as effectively as possible,—but does this proposed law 
apply to all sections of the country? Will it be as effective in its opera- 
tion in the west and the south as it will undoubtedly be in the east and 
the north? It must be remembered that conditions vary in different sec- 
tions of the country. 

Will this law curb the spirit of the west as effectively as it will pro- 
vide a remedy for the weaknesses of the east? Where interest rates in 
the east and central west are from 4 to 7%, interest rates in most parts of 
the west are from 8 to 10%, and in the south they are from 6 to 10%. 
In the east and north there is, comparatively speaking, an over-abundance of 
money. In the south there is always a steady demand. In the west there 
is a constant demand for all that can be procured. 


Development Is Admirable Feature 


Although the ambition of the Westerner to develop his section of the 
country is an admirable characteristic, yet this same ‘‘Spirit of the West”’ 
is an element that must be reckoned with in the administration of a cur- 
rency law. For example, we will suppose that the Aldrich law is in opera- 
tion, and the Reserve Association fixes the interest rate at 4% per cent. 
Money in the west is worth from 8 per cent. to ten per cent. Now, the 
desire of every Western man, including the bankers, is for immediate 
development and exploitation in his immediate vicinity, and he is, there- 
fore, willing to risk much to obtain necessary capital for such development 
and exploitation. What is there to prevent his rediscounting paper to 
the maximum that the law provides? It would be essentially profitable 
to the Western banks to do so, and would enable them to borrow funds 
necessary for the accomplishment of their unrestricted desires, thereby 
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defeating every purpose of the proposed law. In the South, there is 
much more conservatism and the banks, I think, can be relied upon to 
effectively check undue development tendencies. 


Uniform Interest Rate Difficult Problem 


It is this part of our financial reform that will undoubtedly prove the 
most difficult of solution and adjustment,—a uniform interest rate. 

Another important feature of the Aldrich Law is to permit Savings 
Banks and Trust Companies to come into the National system. This is 
absolutely essential to the success of any currency reform. Any plan for 
the reform of our financial system must necessarily include in the enjoy- 
. ment of its benefits all the financial institutions of the country. 





Currency Reform Essential To Business Man 


Currency reform is not any more essential today to the banks of the 
country than it is to the continued prosperity of our commercial enterprises, 
to our agricultural interests, and indirectly to every laboring man in the 
country. It is the principal issue before the American people today. The 
industries of this country and its financial values cannot be conserved 
unless some provision is made whereby these interests can be harmoniously 
adjusted and panics eliminated. 


Cost of Financial Panic Is Heavy 





While enjoying comparative freedom from financial stress, stop and 
consider the suffering placed upon the American Public as a result of a 
financial panic; and, undoubtedly, the reader, whether he be banker, manu- 
facturer, merchant, farmer, or laborer, will awake to the dangers sur- 


rounding us, and will demand that our lawmakers release us from this fear- 
ful condition.

FARM MORTGAGE MARKET IN THE EAST

\}H ERE are three distinct groups of investors to whom the bulk 
of Western farm mortgage loans is sold today, the Life Insur- 
ance Companies, the Savings banks of certain states, and the 
private individual. Life Insurance companies at this writing seem 

to pursue their policy of placing a substantial percentage of their funds in 
Western mortgage securities through their regular correspondents, some few 
even have materially increased such percentage. Little changes are ex- 
pected from that quarter in loaning circles, but rather abnormal conditions 
obtain this year among the group mentioned second, the Savings Banks of 
Vermont and New Hampshire. 

The Savings Banks of Vermont and New Hampshire are as yet the only 
savings institutions that are legally allowed to invest in Western mortgages, 
Rhode Island, theoretically allows the same practice, but at the same time 
demands that each loan must be inspected by two directors of the institution, 
before it can be bought. That eliminates this state as a purchaser, for it 
would be a physical impossibility to do that, unless loans are considered in 
large blocks, inspected at the same time and bought. Savings deposits can- 
not be left to accumulate to such extent that they would reach a sum, which 
would justify a special inspection trip. 


Bankers Regret Limitations 
Bankers themselves regret sincerely and universally this joker in the 
law, which a legislature, with one ear towards Wall Street, has put on their 
statute books, but if that aforementioned Wall Street’s influence will ever 
be sufficiently checked to allow bankers to consult the best interest of the 
people when investing their funds, instead of the needs of corporate interests, 
is rather doubtful in a state like Rhode Island. 


Some States That Still Hold Back 
Massachusetts at one time seemed to think quite favorably of such broader 
laws, but whatever interest there was displayed in favor of such a law soon 
lost its force. Massachusetts manufacturing interests and other interests not 
decidedly of Massachusetts have so far proven a most effective stumbling 


block to any attempt of bringing such a savings investment law before the 
legislature. 
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Maine, Connecticut and New York as yet have not thought of such pro- 
vision. Vermont and New Hampshire are therefore the only states, whose 
savings banks invest in farm mortgages, and the former state, with the en- 
viable and unprecedented record of 56 years of banking without the failure 
of a single savings bank and with only a few scattered liquidations that 
paid in the end 100 cents on the dollar, is undoubtedly the most convincing 


argument for the high degree of security which is afforded the investor in 
farm mortgages. 


Vermont Savings Rate is 4 Percent 

This argument gains even more in weight when it is supported by the 
fact that the Vermont banks are paying 4 percent on their deposits, and in 
spite of this high rate, have been able to substantially increase their sur- 
plus holdings and at the same time pay very handsome dividends to their 
depositors and stockholders. 

Savings Earning Record Good 

Thus the dividends paid last year depositors of savings banks and trust 
companies in that state amounted to $2,385,818, an increase over the divi- 
dends paid the year before of $199,615. The dividends paid stockholders 
of trust companies was $155,000 which again was $53,500 more than they 
received the year before. Looking at their holdings of farm mortgage secur- 
ities the last year, we find that they had increased in 1910 by $2,896,851 and 
one is readily lead to believe the statement of bankers generally that such 
dividends could not be thought of if farm mortgage investments were pro- 
hibited. The income producing capacity of a farm mortgage and its char- 
acteristic nonfiuctuation during the life of the individual loan are the 
fundamental reasons of the results which the Vermont savings banks and 
those of New Hampshire, for that matter, are able to show year after year. 

Why the West has so few Savings banks proper, with such ideal avail- 
able investments as farm mortgages before its door, and why savings banks 
that exist in the West do not invest more generally in farm mortgages are 
two of the things the East is as yet not able to understand and rightly so. 


Farm Loan Holdings Not Increasing 

It appears now as if the actual increase in holdings of farm loans will not 

be very large this year in either one of the two sister states, more especially 
in New Hampshire, and at least for the next few months if not longer. 
Various reasons have been advanced for this condition but almost in every 
instance the reasons named below have been mentioned as foremost contrib- 
utors to the now openly acknowledged scarcity of loaning funds. As far as 
New Hampshire is concerned, that state has never held as prominent posi- 
tion in the farm loan investment field as Vermont. It must be remembered, 
and New Hampshire unfortunately remembers it too well, that 1893 was a 
bad year for that part of the country and the many failures resulting from 
various reasons, some of which without any doubt were due to injudicious 
investment in farm mortgages at high rates and through not well enough 
proven channels, are still vivid in the memory of those that control banks 
in those states or have a voice in the investment of their funds. 
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While the general stringency of the money market coupled with bad 
investments of various kinds were perhaps the cardinal reasons for the 
wholesale liquidations of that time, it is the western farm mortgages that 
to this day has borne, to the writer’s mind unjustly, the blame for the mis- 
fortune of that year. The net result is that the Eastern farm mortgage, 
no matter where the security lies, still causes some of the venerable bank- 
ers of that state to throw up their hands and shudder, when approached 
on the subject. 

Younger Bankers More Favorable 


It is encouraging to note that the younger element has none of that pre- 
judice and goes about investing in these securities quite generally, and it 
is not saying too much, that this change of attitude in New Hampshire 
is the result of the untiring effort of a few loan companies, whose 
money was freely spent in bringing before the banks of that state, facts relat- 
ing to farm mortgages and the conduct of the loan business. Sometimes by 
taking the directors of a bank into their respective field of operation; some- 
times by simply reiterating the same facts and producing proofs for them, 
the loan companies have finally succeeded in getting back a goodly amount 
of investment funds that would never have left the farm mortgage market, 
if a little more reason and logic had been employed when 1893 taught its 
lesson. 

The reasons for a present stringency in the market are due in the first 
place to the inability of the wage earner to save as he could 
last year and second to the diversion of a large volume of savings deposits 


into other channels. The inability to save is charged up to the tariff and 
other economic developments. This omnipresent bugaboo, the taskmaster of 
this country for ages, especially the question as to what will happen to 
schedule K, wool and the cotton schedule, is of vital importance to New Eng- 
land. Most of the wool spinneries, cotton mills are located here, and almost 
all of them are running either only five days a week or have laid off a great 
number of operators and have cut down expenses generally. 


How Savings Are Curtailed 


Instead of being able to save a dollar a week as heretofore, the operator 
has been forced to withdraw the scant savings of a year in order to bridge 
him over until better conditions will prevail. This is the case in New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts to a pronounced degree. Vermont, on account of its 
marble industry, which seems to never experience any slacking up, is more 
fortunate. But Vermont has had a very hard summer, the dairy industry 
received a severe set back on account of the prolonged drought, such as 
has not visited this country for more than sixty years. 

Stock had to be fed with corn and hay and water drawn in some localities, 
and the production of milk has decreased abnormally. The lack of water had 
also something to do with the shutting down of mills deriving their power 
from the rivers of the state. 

That a conservative people such as the New England savings depositor, 
should once more be enticed from the path of security and into the stock 
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market is perhaps one of the most astonishing facts that could be recorded 
from that part of the country. But it remains a fact that much money has 
been withdrawn and put into railroad stocks, whose low price, even the 
- Vermonter could not let pass without risking a little flyer. This is another 
reason why the farm mortgage does not find as ready a market this year 
among its old friends in the East, as it had been accorded for many years. 


Presidential Election Induces Caution 


Last but not least, there looms up on the political horizon our quadrennial 
visitor, the presidential election. There is greater uncertainty as to the out- 
come of the next elections, according to a widespread local opinion in New 
England, than there has been in years. No matter how much importance 
the individual may attach to these and other reasons, mentioned as influenc- 
ing the economical conditions in New England, there is no doubt that taken 
together, they have produced a situation which looks very much like a pro- 
longed searcity of funds available for farm loans, which by reason of many 


years of such practice have come to be rightly considered as the share of 
the western farm mortgage. 


Individual Interest is Growing 


It is gratifying to record an ever increasing interest of the. individual 
investor in this class of securities, an interest that has been aroused not en- 
tirely on account of the instability of stocks and other offerings, and to a 
small degree through the influence of a few magazines, but mainly through 


the aggressiveness of a few loan companies. 

The fact that farm mortgages can now be sold in almost every state to 
individual investors is undoubtedly due to the strenuous efforts of a few 
pioneers in the mortgage field, whose conservatism and financial standing 
has been demonstrated to the individual and who have spent their money 
freely to put before each individual prospect the facts regarding the secur- 
ities offered. That these efforts have been fruitful and become so more and 
more every year can be seen from the large volume of farm mortgages sold 
to-day to private investors in the East. 


Resume of the Farm Loan Market 


Summing up the situation, there is undoubtedly a marked stringency in 
the market as it concerns farm loan funds, but the mortgage banker who 
blazed the trail with his own money will have little to fear and will be able 
to sell a sufficient amount of paper to tide him over this temporary condi- 
tion. The present condition of the stock market might incidentally be 
heralded as one of the most fortunate things that could happen to the farm 
mortgage banker, for his argument as to the non-fluctuation of his securities 
will gain triple weight in view of the whirlpool in which every conceivable 
stock finds itself on the floors of the exchange. 

The expected rise in the farm loan rate will probably not occur now, 
since the reaction that will set in soon in Wall Street will have a most bene- 
ficial effect on the farm mortgage market. 





CREDITS VIEWED BY A COUNTRY BANKER

H ESE remarks on the subject of credits are based 

upon observations in a limited field, and a five years’ experi- 

ence behind a country bank counter. While many of my 

readers are my seniors perhaps they may get something of what 
is in the mind of a country bank cashier, when he applies to them for 
credit, in order that they may know how best to say ‘‘NO’’ gracefully but 
firmly. 

The City Banker, serving more diversified lines of business than his 
country brother, has a much wider range for placing his loans, in such 
manner as to make income provide for outgo. But in our strictly agri- 
cultural districts, we are confronted with the problem of so laying our lines 


of credit in the fall and winter as to provide for early spring liquidations, 
sufficient to carry us over the crop-producing, resource-absorbing, credit-de- 
manding season. 


Dislikes the One-Pay-Day-a-Year Idea 


We are sorry that our present methods of farming are such as to pro- 
vide for only one pay-day per year in many sections, and we hope to see the 
time, in the not distant future, when our present methods in the far west 
will give way to the more modern idea of diversification, when instead of 
having to consider our customer’s applications for credit accommodation 
running from wheat-harvest to wheat-harvest, we may have the more pleas- 
ant task of endorsing a few partial payments, coming by way of the dairy 
cow, the beef steer, the short-rib and sausage pig, and the small, but not 
insignificant hen. 


New Farming Methods Are Coming 


We never miss an opportunity to boost our Washington State College, 
and we want to say that when the farmers of this state more generally 
adopt and follow the methods which our experiment station at the College 
has demonstrated will pay big returns,—when instead of our valuable land 
lying idle every third year, we grow forage crops and sell more beef and 
pork, and at the same time leave our land in better condition for the next 
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wheat crop than when it is summer-fallowed, we will get farther away from 
this one-crop and one-pay-day idea, and like our city friends, will have a 
broader and stronger base on which to build credits, and will be able to 
write a larger percentage of our notes, running 30, 60 or 90 days, instead of 
6 to 8 months to a year, as now. 

But believing that credits should have something substantial to rest 
upon, it is at present necessary for us to meet conditions as they exist, rather 
than theorize about how they should exist; and so long as we face the one- 
crop condition, why delude ourselves and our customer by writing a note 
maturing at a time when we know he will be unable to meet it. Aside from 
the advantage of adding interest to principal every two or three months, we 
see nothing to be gained, and this is more than off-set by the customer’s 
liability to contract the permanent habit of renewal, so that when you send 
him a notice of maturity of any obligation that you would really like to 
have him meet, he offers you a new note, instead of the currency that satis- 
fies a depositor; and when you drop a gentle hint that payment would be 
appreciated, he sails into the air with ‘‘ What’s the matter with you fellows? 
Are you hard-up, or don’t you think I am good for it?’’ 


What Renewals Often Lead To 


I ean cite no instance of a bank going aground on this rock, but I 
have observed the shores of the North-Western commercial channel, decor- 
ated with the wreckage of several mercantile establishments, whose cred- 
itors could not be satisfied with the fact that they had large outstanding 

_accounts receivable due them from men who were ‘‘good for it’’ but who 
could not be induced to think of paying ‘‘until some time next fall.’’ 

Now in granting a bank credit, it is very necessary that your borrower 
be ‘‘good for it’’ and equally important that he be able to pay at a time 
when the natural requirements of your business calls for liquidations. So 
we believe in carefully going over the financial affairs of our customers, and 
in so far as possible writing our notes to mature on the day he is likely to 
have something ready for market. 


Past-Due Paper Often Desirable 


Although we have no special love for past-due paper, yet we would 
rather carry a few over-due notes during the early fall, while our custom- 
ers are transferring the grain from field to warehouse than to have a cus- 
tomer sell his crop, invest the proceeds in an automobile and cheap Canadian 
land, all in the last half of September or the first of October, leaving us hold- 
ing a note which does not mature until November. Then too a note matur- 
ing early in the fall has been the means of making money for many a 
farmer, by inducing him to follow the sane idea of selling as soon as he was 
ready for market. We believe that you will agree that ‘‘the real test of 
soundness of any credit is its ability to liquidate itself at maturity.’’ 
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Now it is of prime importance to know, before your customer signs a 
note, something of his ability to meet it when due, and thus avoid the dan- 
ger of exposing him to that very contagious disease ‘‘Renew this.’’ The 
safest foundation on which to build a credit structure is secured by obedi- 
ence to the first commandment, the one at the very head of the table of 
commandments, given by the wise and far-sighted board of directors to 
their executive officers, which reads—‘‘ Know thy customer—know him and 
his business, yea—and all the ramifications thereof, even better than he 
knowetk them himself.’’ And the man who is not willing for you to know 
all about his business, we regard as a very desirable man to do business, 
with your competitor. Let him have him. 





Need of Systematic Information 


The need of a well organized system of credit information in a country 
bank is well set forth in the address of M. B. L. Jenkins, who emphasizes 
the importance of adding to the regular property statement of a cus- 
tomer, some record of that part of him, not measurable in dollars and cents, 
—his character and habits. This brings us to a consideration of the per- 
sonal equation in the credit structure. 


Two Schools of Bankers Now Merged 

Time was when the old time country bankers were divided into two 
schools, the one holding to the idea that the personal equation should 
be eliminated, and each loan made on the theory that the borrower would 
be the contracting party in a funeral next day, and that property, securely 
tied to the note; all homestead and exemption rights of widows and orphans 
waived; alone might be considered as a basis for credit. The other school of 
less careful and conservative ones holding to the idea that ‘‘Bill Jones and 
Tom Smith are blamed good fellows and will pay me if they live, and I’ll 
take a chance on them anyway.’’ 

Modern methods of life insurance have largely harmonized these ideas, 
by transferring the death risk to companies financially able to underwrite 
it; so now we are able to consider a man’s earning power, his good inten- 
tions and his ability to realize on them, as well as his property, as a basis 
of credit, when he has a legitimate commercial transaction requiring it. 


Banker Must Have Faith in Country’s Future 


The history of this country’s prosperity is written in the co-operation ot 
the pioneer settler with the pioneer banker, who with an abiding faith in 
the country’s future possibilities and in the personal equation of the men 
engaged in its development, extended them credit, far beyond what you 
would extend to an equally poor man to-day, no matter how honest, for the 
very good reason that present day conditions do not justify such extreme 
poverty as made necessary the heavy accommodations granted the early set- 
tlers by the Statesman-like bankers of earlier days. This idea of attaching 
importance to the personal equation seems to have grown with the country’s 
commercial development, until now even the largest eastern city banks pay 
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the heaviest salaries to officers who can keep in closest touch with customers 
all over the nation, and can give their loaning boards this valuable tabulated 
information, including advice as to the character and habits of their most 
distant customers. 

In writing up our credit files, let us consider whether the customer is a 
man whose statements may be accepted as true, whether he may be depended 
upon to make a strenuous effort to do as he agreed to do, and whether his 
past successes warrant the belief that he has the ability to realize on his 
well laid plans. And in giving a statement of his resources and liabilities, 
let us notice if he forgets to mention that crop or chattel mortgage we saw 
recorded the other day, a notation of which already appears on his card 
in our credit file. Let us know our customer, know how much property he 
owns, how much life insurance he carries, what debts he owes and all about 
his methods of operation. These subjects form more interesting and valuable 
topics of conversation than the weather, and you will find that most people 
to whom you may safely loan money are not only willing, but glad to furnish 
you this information, and will soon take pride in their ability to say to other 
people with whom they seek business relations ‘‘Go down to the bank and 
inquire about my standing. They know all about me.”’ 


Should Favor Men Who Court Investigation 

Finally, with this information to guide us, let us confine our loans to 
men, who are not only willing to meet their obligations at maturity, but 
whose business affairs will stand the test of that ‘‘Rule of Reason’’ recently 
mentioned by our highest court; for why accept a note maturing at a time 
when reason and judgment tells you the maker can not meet it. Let us base 
our credits on our natural resources, as Mr. Aldrich says we should, and on 
our ability to furnish the service and products the world needs and is will- 
ing to pay for. 

If we are located in a mining community and part of our business is 
based on the products of the mine, let us be reasonably sure that the wealth 
is there, in the mine, and not alone in the mind of the promoter. If it is 
lumber, let us be reasonably sure that when our note matures there will 
be a market for enough of the lumber to pay the note, so that we will not 
have to use it all constructing coffins in which to bury our financial corpse. 

And if it is in wheat let us make sure that it is kept on the move 
toward the hungry customer, instead of being locked up in a warehouse 
until the market declines to the point where the only use to which it may 
be put is to feed our starving hopes that the market will revive. 


Should Encourage Diversification of Crops 
And when we find a man who is trying to diversify his methods and 
provide for more than one pay day a year, let us by all means render him 
any assistance within the bounds of reason, and endeavor to help in hasten- 
ing the time when to our own mental satisfaction and the joy of our city 
correspondents, we may have a line of credits which do not run too long for 
what there is in it. 





SHOULD TERMS BE STRICTLY ENFORCED ?

answered directly either by buyer or seller. Put the question 

‘‘Should a price quoted and accepted be strictly adhered to?’’ 

and we promptly receive the unequivocai reply, ‘‘Yes.’’ Why 
this lack of consistency? If the price terms chiefly concerning the buyer 
should be enforced strictly, why not the terms of payment, which chiefly 
concern the seller? ; 

A legitimate bargain and sale should constitute a mutual, a reciprocal, 
obligation. An offer to sell at a given price on stated terms having been 
accepted, a valid contract is established which should be enforced both in 
spirit and letter. 

Effort to Stimulate Prices 


An attempt on the part of a seller to secure a higher price than quoted 
would be met by the buyer with a demand that the contract, in respect to 
price, be carried out to the letter. That is as it should be, but it is equally 
right and fair that a seller demand that the contract, in respect to terms 
of payment, be carried out to the letter. 

It is often claimed by buyers derelict in payment that the spirit rather 
than the letter of a contract be observed. Our view is that unless price and 
terms of payment be considered on a parity there is no equity in the con- 
tract. As to not enforcing terms of payment to the letter, it would be 
as reasonable not to enforce price terms. Surely if the parties to a con- 
tract of sale intend to act in good faith as regards price and terms of pay- 
ment the spirit must be the letter and the letter the spirit. 

What we are saying may seem too self-evident to most of us, but our aim 
is to bring out clearly and ask recognition of certain fundamental prin- 
ciples as old as the foundations of trade, but in these latter days too gen- 
erally disregarded. This has brought about a condition which, viewed in a 
strict moral sense, might be termed commercial degeneracy, or, if moral 
sense be not applied and the condition be considered simply from a dollars 
and cents view, bad business. We consider the matter, viewed from any 
standpoint imaginable, of such important bearing upon business ethics and 
practice as to deserve most serious attention on the part of every business 
man, whether he believe in doing a thing because it is right or simply because 
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it pays. The remark, “‘It does not pay to enforce strictly terms of pay- 
ment upon customers,’’ is very common. Why, we ask, does it not pay— 
and as a matter of business why can such a course not be made to pay? 

On every hand we find men who admit that the principle here advanced 
is correct and fair, but they consider that an attempt to put it in practical 
effect would fail. We here call to mind the remark of a gentleman to whom 
was announced the intention to enforce without exception a certain rule in 
reference to cash discount. Admitting the equity and justice of the rule, 
and expressing the wish that it might be generally adopted, he said: ‘‘I 
feel it would be impossible to enforce it. The proposition reminds me of one 
such as Prof. Sumner once termed, an attempt to make the world over.’’ 
The attempt was made, however, the rule put in force over four years ago, 
and enforced rigidly ever since, resulting in saving thousands of dollars 
to the company enforcing it; and not the loss of a single customer by reason 
of the enforcement of the rule, many customers having voluntarily expressed 
their commendation. Thus the little world that this concern controlled was 
made over. That is because a determined effort was made. Had it been 
only a weak attempt the result would have been failure. 


An Example of Skepticism 


As another example of skepticism, we cite the remark of a business man 
who, admitting that the present condition of general disregard of terms 
is deplorable and should be remedied, yet said he did not see how it was to 


be done, and asked if the condition was worse now than thirty years ago. 
Our answer was that owing to the great increase in the volume of business 
there was, of course, a largely increased number of instances of disregard 
of terms; but, that aside, the condition was, in our opinion, proportionately 
worse. We then asked our friend, as he had admitted that conditions were 
deplorable, even if no worse than thirty years ago, if it were not time that 
measures be taken to improve or entirely overcome such conditions? 


Need of Better Business Ethics 


In discussing this matter we must, of course, admit at the very outset, 
that terms cannot be enforced in eases of the financial disability of a cus- 
tomer. We mean to refer only to such as could, but will not, if they can 
avoid it, make payment ‘as agreed. The imposition has grown to monstrous 
proportions, and should not be longer tolerated. Passive submission has 
lent great encouragement to those inclined to practice the imposition. It 
is our belief that both those who practice and those who submit to this 
imposition are guilty, the latter of aiding and abetting irregularity and par- 
tiality, resulting in great detriment to their good customers. 

It is time for an awakening, for a coming back to ‘‘his word is as good 
as his bond”’ principle. What are the signs of the times? Is there any less 
of honesty and more corruption among business men than formerly? We 
trow not, but there is no gainsaying the fact that we have fallen into lax 
and careless methods and yielded too much ‘‘for policy’s sake,’’ or on the 
ground of ‘‘business expediency.’’ Is it good policy or expedient, think 
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you, to break faith with those of your customers who pay as agreed, by show- 
ing more consideration for those who do not? This we do when we fail 


to penalize the latter class and so encourage evasion of terms and tardy pay- 
ment. 


Maturity Dates Often Ignored 


Time and again it has been remarked, ‘‘Thirty days don’t mean any- 
thing any more.’’ This is quite true. Have you thought why? Would it 
not be a hard matter to enforce laws unless the same provided a penalty for 
violation? Indeed it would. And just so in regard to commercial rules. 
A penalty should be imposed for violation. There used to be a penalty 
imposed under thirty day terms, namely, interest after thirty days. Then 
thirty days meant something. Not until after the rule of penalty fell into 
disuse did the terms become meaningless. Terms should be terms—terms of 
real meaning. Terms should be consistent with conditions in various 
branches of business, varied to suit; but once agreed to, strictly carried out. 

What use is there in continuing the terms ‘‘30 or 60 days,’’ which have 
become meaningless? We must admit, better far, surely more consistent, if 
we mean to continue them and still allow such disregard as is now practiced, 
that we quote understandingly, meaningly, for instance: ‘‘Terms 30 days 
or later.’’ Or, ‘‘60 days if convenient.’’ Such quotations will surely carry 
meaning, and the seller never need worry about enforcement. The buyer 
will do the enforcing. 


Need of Bankers’ Co-operation 


But seriously, can we not get together and’find a way out of the diffi- 
culty? We are not arguing for one class to the exclusion or detriment of 
another—the seller of one moment is the buyer of the next. Any rule we 
lay down for a buyer, we being the seller, we should be willing to have 
applied when we become the buyer. We might be asked, “‘Are you not 
about to launch a boomerang if you adopt a change of present conditions 
and strictly enforce payment upon your customers? Would you not fare 
as well, or better, if you let present conditions alone and take extra time on 
your purchase accounts, so offsetting the extra time you have to allow your 
customers?’’ We answer, first, ‘‘No, because two wrongs do not constitute 
a right’’; and second, ‘‘No, because we prefer to maintain a high mark in 
eredit rating.”’ 


Where Diplomacy Enters In 


‘Recurring to the saying that two wrongs do not constitute a right, quite 
frequently salesmen argue differently in behalf of a customer claiming cash 
discount to which he is not entitled, or asking deviation from terms of sale, 
saying that though not entitled to cash discount or ap extension of time, it 
would be good policy to meet the customer’s request, as he feels aggrieved 
because of late delivery, because he found defects in some of the goods, or 
because of some other grievance too often imaginary or assumed—and the 
salesman urges his house to do as the customer asks in order to pacify him 
and keep his trade. An analysis of this proposition discovers to our mind 
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a very cheap excuse, not a valid reason. It amounts simply to this: The 
customer, having suffered wrong at our hands, he and our salesman believe 
it can be righted if we allow the customer to practice a wrong upon us. 
Here we have two wrongs surely, but where is the right? We would in 
such a case apply the old saying, ‘‘Let every tub stand on its own bottom,”’ 
and consider each point involved separately upon its merits. As to the 
point of the request for cash discount or extension of time for payment, the 
customer is not entitled to either—there is no merit in or warrant for, his 
claim, and we refuse to allow it. As to the point of late delivery and dam- 
age suffered by the customer, if we are responsible, under terms of sale or 
contract, we should make good. As to the other point of claim—if we are 
justly responsible we should promptly make good. This is not a new com- 
mercialism, but pleading for a return of old commercialism in respect to 
enforcing terms of payment. 


Bankers’ Rules are Rigid 


Banking rules are rigidly and impartially enforced. Every business 
man expects to, knows he must, pay a bank interest if he overlap the due 
date even for a day, and pay a protest fee if he aliow his note to go by. 
Business men do not complain or try to dodge such issues, but take it as a 
matter of course, knowing that bank rules possess at least one virtue—uni- 
versal and impartial enforcement; and it is this virtue we plead to have 
incorporated in commercial rules in relation to terms of payment. We do 


not believe in the policy of peace at any cost in dealing with customers. We 
have heard of cases where salesmen in order to curry favor have said to 
customers, ‘‘Our ‘house will be easy with you in regard to payment. Of 
course our terms are thirty days, but it won’t matter if you are slow at 
times.’’ 


CAUSES FOR SLOWER BUSINESS 


Reduction in price of farm products is suggested as one of the causes of 
the slackening in business as well as a halting of a great speculative move- 
ment. <A banker writes: 

‘‘The slackening up in business in the west has, in my opinion, come from 
three causes: (1st) The reduced prices received for farm and ranch products 
—grain has been decidedly lower; cattle have declined in our central mar- 
kets from $1.00 to $2.00 per ewt.; sheep and lambs from $2.00 to $5.00 per 
ewt., and hogs about $4.00 per ewt. Prices for live stock products were 
abnormal in 1910. (2nd) The end of the boom in land—the complete stop- 
page in the fierce speculation during the last five years in all classes of 
real estate. (3rd) The natural halting after a great era of speculative 
prosperity, assisted by the attacks made on capital by the central govern- 
ment and states. We are not touching the legality of those attacks, but the 
mere fact of capital and its principal medium of employment, corporations, 
being ‘attacked in many quarters is productive among thrifty people of all 
classes of a sentiment of caution and conservatism. 





FOREIGN EXCHANGE DEPARTMENT 


By JOSEPH A. BRODERICK

WISH to eall attention to an important difference in method 

of discounting paper here and abroad. In this country when a 

customer applies to his bank for credit he submits a statement 

of his condition, on which, after proper investigation and if 
found satisfactory, he is granted a line of credit. This will enable him to 
discount his paper up to the extent granted. He gives his promissory note 
to the bank. This bill is practically an investment of the bank and is 
invariably held until maturity, seldom resold or rediscounted; in fact, under 
normal conditions if a New York city institution was to rediscount it 
would create suspicion or distrust. Our quick assets here are usually 
call loans based on stock exchange collateral. 

In Europe the financial system is based on discounts, that is, bills of 
exchange—two or three months’ bills drawn on banks or bankers or in- 
dorsed by them. In all the large money centers of Europe open discount 
markets exist, where time bills of exchange are dealt in in a manner similar 
to our money market. The ready market for first-class bills renders them a 
means of exchange. A borrower not securing a cash advance will do one of 
two things: 

1. Either sell to his bank his own three months’ bill drawn on a firm 
willing to accept, or . 

2. Sell the bill drawn by him on his customer covering sale of goods, 
which bill will be passed on with the indorsement of the banker. 


Use of Acceptances by Private Bankers 


There are many banks and private bankers who make it a business to 
give their two or three months’ acceptances or indorsement to commercial 
paper, charging a commission of from 1% to 1 per cent for this service. 

Bills of exchange with the added signatures of first-class bankers as 
acceptors or indorsers find a ready market. Bankers employ their loan- 
able funds by purchasing these bills and holding them until maturity as 
investments, knowing full well that in the event of a necessity arising the 
bills may be readily discounted in the open market. 

It is possible at almost any time to discount at 1% to 1 per cent lower 
than the loan rate, based on stock and bond collateral. 
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Many of the institutions subject to the supervision of our department 
earry balances with foreign institutions, and in the course of our examina- 
tion it is necessary to verify these deposit accounts. 

On the books of the banks the foreign accounts are carried in dollars, 
the equivalent in foreign moneys being carried in a memorandum column. 

Bank remittances consist of demand bills, purchased in the open market, 
which, after the proper indorsement, are forwarded by the following steamer 
to European bank for credit. Usually of value in seven or eight days. 


Scrutinizing Cable Transfer Items 


Cable transfers are purchased in open market. Usually available on 
same day. In transactions of this nature the procedure is as follows: Say, 
by way of illustration, that A has an account with the Credit Lyonnaise, 
Paris; B has an account with the Societe General de Paris. A purchases 
of B a cable transfer of 100,000 francs. A will then request B to direct the 
Societe General to pay to the Credit Lyonnaise for his credit the 100,000 
frances. A cables to the Credit Lyonnaise that the Societe General will 
deposit 100,000 franes for his credit and requests a cable advice upon 
receipt of confirmation. Usually on the following morning A pays B for 
the franes. 

Foreign Time Bills.—Sixty to eighty days’ sight, payable in foreign coun- 
tries. Purchased with or without attached bills of lading covering ship- 
ments. These bills are usually discounts, but differ from our promissory 
notes in that the discount is not an item of record, but is applied to the 
rate of exchange. The bills are forwarded to the European bank to be 
presented for acceptance and are thereafter: 

1. Rediscounted and proceeds placed to the credit of current account, 
or 

2. Held in collection or bills receivable account for the account of 
the depositing bank, to be discounted only when required by the condition 
of the current account (practically demand loans convertible into current 
funds), or 

3. They may be heid in collection account until maturity for account 
of depositor. 


How Purchases of Exchange are Charged 


All purchases of exchange are charged to foreign banks, upon remittance, 
regardless of the value date, so that at times the books of the bank under 
examination do not always show the amount subject to demand draft. 

A bank draws against its balance by: 

1. Demand drafts. 

2. Sell cable transfers. 

3. It may issue commercial letters of credit and arrange to have drafts 
drawn thereunder honored by its foreign correspondents. 

Finance or bankers’ bills are one of the most important features of 
international banking. These bills are drawn for not more than ninety days’ 
sight by American banks and bankers upon their European correspondents. 
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They are usually secured by a deposit of collateral security with agents 
of the European banks in this city. In some instances, however, no security 
is required, particularly where the financial responsibility of the drawer 
is considered ample protection against loss. 

The bankers’ bills are issued usually for one or two purposes: 

1. For use of the bank itself: Virtually borrowed money, though not 
appearing as such on the books. In this case the bank sells its own bill, 
usually when the exchange rates are high and the foreign discount rate is 
lower than the loan rate in the market: The proceeds from the sale are 
loaned, the bank expecting to profit by the difference in exchange and 
money rates. 

2. For customers: Sterling, franc, mark, loans: (a) Sometimes issued 
without security other than the general credit of customer, but often (b) 
secured in the same manner as street loans; that is, by marketable collateral. 


How They Get Into the Loan Account 
In these instances the borrower, instead of obtaining a cash advance, 
arranges with the bank for a loan of its credit, in the form of ninety-day 
bills, drawn on foreign banks, the borrower agreeing to place the bank in 
funds to cover bills at maturity and to pay a commission of 14 to 1% per cent. 
The bills issued are sold in the market and the proceeds placed at the 
disposal of the borrower. 
By this transaction a customer figures he will be able to borrow money 
at a rate lower than the prevailing money rate in our market, and, further, 
he may benefit by a favorable change in exchange rates. 


Function of the Finance Bill 

Finance bills perform the very important function of preserving an 
equilibrium in exchange rates, minimizing the use of gold in international 
settlement, gold only being shipped when it is impossible to place finance 
bills on a profitable basis. At times there is as high as $400,000,000 out- 
standing New York city bankers’ finance bills. 

In our examination special attention should be devoted to the following: 

1. Sterling Loans.—It frequently happens that an institution lends its 
time bills without carrying the transaction on its books except in an offsetting 
entry on day of issue. This may be discovered by examining the time draft 
record. Sterling loans should not only appear on the books as such, 
but must also be included in the list of loans reported to the board of 
directors, as required by Section 42 of the Banking Law. 

2. Sales of demand drafts, afterward covered by cable. This means 
is sometimes used by smaller institutions around January 1 and July 1 with 
the object of temporarily strengthening their cash account. 

3. Where the same clerk both draws foreign drafts and advises the for- 
eign correspondent of the draft drawn the custom should be strongly 
criticised unless some further departmental check exists. Foreign banks 
charge their depositors’ accounts upon receipt of advice of drafts drawn, 
and the control by one man-of both drawing and advising has proven a 
fruitful field for many defaulters in the past.

4. Sight bills not acknowledged within three weeks, past due or un- 
accepted time bills should be carefully examined. 
5. The dollar equivalent and foreign money account should be compared. 

6. Where large foreign balances are kept by small. institutions the 
reason should be inquired into. 

7. Class of bills purchased should be scrutinized, it frequently happen- 
ing that a bank will purchase time bills from persons whom it could not 
legally or would not otherwise lend to. 


Offers Some Important Suggestions 


In connection with our examination I offer the following suggestions: 

1. Verification of Bank Accounts.—Usually from four to six weeks 
elapse between the examination proper and the receipt by us of statements 
from European correspondents. It might be well for us (except in larger 
institutions) at the time of the examination to check the previous statement 
and to verify such other transactions as are deemed necessary; later, upon 
receipt of statement from Europe, the accounts to be verified in the usual 
manner. . 

2. Requests for Statements.—That in letters sent at our request by 
banks under examination to their European correspondents the following 
information is asked for: 

(a) List of all items held in bills receivable, collection account or bal- 
ance in special account. 

(b) Statement of account current, to include all transactions since 
previous statement up to and including work for ten days subsequent to 
examination. 

(c) Whether or not the balance shown on statement is subject to an 
‘offset of any kind. 

(d) If there are any time drafts which were accepted for the account 
of the bank under examination still outstanding. 


Sending Information to the Department 


A form letter might be adopted by the department, to be typewritten 
on the bank letterhead and signed by an officer of the institution under 
examination. 

However, I am of the opinion that all letters should be mailed by the 
examiner, as it is possible to hold out or destroy a letter, thereby delaying 
the receipt of the statement for another month. 

(e) To prevent an oversight of any kind it might be well to keep in 
this office a book record of all accounts to be reconciled. 

(f) Balances due to foreign banks and bankers. Statements, together 
with requést for confirmation, should be mailed by examiner. 

(g) Foreign time bills, if reported in quarterly report, would enable the 
department to keep informed as to the extent of the State institutions’ 
borrowings on foreign credit. 

If ineluded, together with balances due from foreign banks, ete., in weekly 
report would tend to keep our weekly statement in more perfect balance. 





CO-OPERATION BETWEEN BANK EXAMINERS

HEN the Comptroller of the Currency in an address delivered 
before State bank examiners at Washington last fall said that he 
was prepared to use every method in his power toward the initia- 
tion of co-operation between the national and State governments 

in the supervision of banks, one of the most progressive steps ever taken 
for the conservation of depositors’ and stockholders’ interests became a 
matter of record, and when subsequently he directed the chairmen of his 
examining districts to invite the attendance of State officials at their annual 
meetings an epoch-making period of progression was established. 

In the Comptroller’s address he discussed the subject from the executive 
standpoint, and it is the purpose of the writer to demonstrate, in so far as 
he is capable, the mutual advantages of co-operation as viewed by the exam- 
iner in the field. Before, however, entering upon a discussion of that phase 
of the subject, it were well to touch upon one of the difficulties confronting 
a practical and harmonious entente cordiale, which can only be overcome by 
the bankers themselves. This difficulty, as it exists to-day, is the lack of 
uniform laws governing the conduct of State commissioners of banking, 
and the necessity of eliminating therefrom those clauses which prohibit the 
divulgence of any information relative to State examinations to others than 
those named in the statutes. So far as the writer has been able to determine 
the States of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Montana 
and Missouri are most rigid in their requirements of secrecy, while the State 
commissioners of over two thirds of the other States of the Union, including 
Michigan, Montana and Missouri, have declared to the writer their willing- 
ness to thoroughly co-operate with the national department in the exchange 
of data; the laws of the State of Utah even specifically provide for this. 


Advantage of Exchange of Information 


The advantages of such exchange are patent to all bankers, and the 
rapidly growing inauguration of the ‘‘group’’ system would seem to pave 
the way for a uniformity of action toward proper legislative amendments. 

In an address delivered before the Texas Bankers’ Association, held at 
Dallas May 16, 1911, President W. H. Fuqua of that association said: 
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‘‘The examination of banks has been brought to the attention of bankers 
more forcibly in the past year or so than ever before by reason of the fact 
of many meritorious innovations in the manner and method of the work, 
and a growing disposition on the part of both the national and State depart- 
ments and their examiners to work in unison to the common good. In the 
past much blame has been attached to these departments and the examiners. 
* * * ‘This blame does not rest wholly with them, but is largely attrib- 
utable to the lawmakers.”’ 

On the same occasion Hon. B. L. Gill, Commissioner of Banking for the 
State of Texas, said: 

‘‘There should be no feeling of antagonism between the State and 
national banks, for each has its sphere of usefulness and a spirit of co-opera- 
tion should exist between them.”’ 


Co-operation Between State and National Banks 


That the efforts to bring about thorough co-operation between the na- 
tional and State departments have not proved fruitless is indicated in the 
following extract from the annual report of the Hon. Orion H. Cheney, Su- 
perintendent of Banks for the State of New York for the year 1909. 

‘‘The system of credits begun something over a year ago has proved to 
be of great importance and value to the department. It furnishes a list of 
all large borrowers in State institutions, showing the aggregate of the com- 
mitments of each and affording an invaluable basis for determining the 
safety of loans. The efficiency of this system has been largely augmented 
through co-operation of the Comptroller of the Currency, who has recently 
established a similar system in connection with his supervision of national 
banks.”’ 

The above are only a few of the expressions of bankers on the subject 
of co-operation between national and State financial institutions and the ref- 
erences may be fittingly closed by calling attention to the action of the 
bankers of Group 1, New Jersey Bankers’ Association, in employing char- 
tered public accountants for the purpose of diffusing credit information to 
the members of that group, both national and State, regarding the paper 
found in their banks. An authority on this subject has recently stated that 
“‘bankers should be punctilious in keeping strictly confidential the affairs 
of their customers * * * but they are not justified in carrying this 
point to the extent of refusing to co-operate in the exchange of credit infor- 
mation.”’ 

Determining Value of Note 


There is no problem confronting the national examiner in the field quite 
so productive of uncertainty as that which assails him in his determination 
of the value of note assets. It lies within his power, to a certain extent, 
to verify the worth back of a note, but except as his own records show the 
commitments of a borrower in national banks, he has no method of arriving 
at his liabilities in State institutions. The same is equally true of the State 
examiners as to national banks. How many times have national examiners 
exclaimed in checking up a suspicious line: ‘‘Oh, if I only knew how 
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much they had in State banks!’’ And how often is it the case that the pos- 
session of such knowledge might have prevented serious loss? 

Along other lines a community of interests will prove beneficial if na- 
tional and State officials work in harmony, particularly in country districts. 
Investment assets when doubtful may be compared and illegitimate promo- 
tions located; mortgage loans in State banks might indicate the extent to 
which borrowers in national banks had hypothecated their assets, particu- 
larly where no other record of rating except the recorder’s office was acces- 
sible; joint meetings of national and State examiners would result in the 
interchange of ideas along lines of improved methods, and, in short, if 
systematically followed up, such co-operation could only result in tremen- 
dous benefit to individual banks and the banking community at large. 


Value of the Joint Examination 


The matter of joint examinations of closely related national and State 
institutions has been most satisfactorily adjusted through the untiring efforts 
of the Comptroller of the Currency, and at such examinations neither ex- 
aminer is now hampered by the fear that assets will be shifted and the 
action overlooked. Certain it is that in such examinations as they are now 
conducted, the close interchange of information engendered by joint exami- 
nations, and the consequent beneficial results, should be an unassailable argu- 
ment for the extension of such work. That this can be brought about, at 
least to the extent of exchanging information relative to credits, must be 
the opinion of every logical mind, and the only question is as to the best and 
speediest method of arriving at that end. 

In the writer’s opinion the result can be produced (1) by an active and 
concentrated campaign on the part of banking interests toward amending 
some existing State laws, and (2) by a continuance of the present progres- 
sive policy of the Comptroller of the Currency in soliciting co-operation; 
(3) by the adoption of a system of State districts, each with a chairman, such 
as is now existent in the national system. 

It is believed.that the majority of State banking commissioners have the 
necessary power to organize such a plan and put it into effect, and if this 
were done and joint meetings held annually at which doubtful and dishonest 
paper and their makers were discussed and disclosed, unwarranted inflation 
would cease, many unnecessary failures be prevented, crooked borrowers 
located, bank losses reduced, the confidence of depositors increased and 
legitimate business enterprises fostered. 


AFFORDING BETTER PROTECTION TO PUBLIC 


Within a few months the N. Y. Cotton Exchange, Chicago Board of 
Trade, and even the N. Y. curb market, have seen fit to expel or suspend 
members for violation of rules. This protects the public better than legis- 
lation. 
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RECIPROCITY WAS GIVEN a stunning 

blow by the electors of Canada, where the 
ratification of the American treaty was 
defeated and premier Laurier was _ sup- 
planted by the conservative leader. It 
has been the declared policy of Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier to keep the policy of his party 
upon lines which would appeal to the con- 
science of all races and creeds. The diffi- 
culties of his successors will begin when 
they attempt to define a policy which will 
command the support of the discordant 
party behind them. As for the future of 
trade between the two countries, that is 
not likely to be adversely affected by the 
defeat of reciprocity. It would unques- 
tionably have been more brilliant under 
the freer conditions which the treaty pro- 
vided. 

Under existing conditions, the trade be- 
tween Canada and the United States has 
increased more rapidly than the trade of 
either with any other country. It was 
$148,000.000 in the fiscal year 1901 and 
$370,000,000 in 1910. The value of our 
exports to Canada was $105,000,000 in 1901 
and $270,000,000 in 1910—an increase of 157 
per cent, or a little more than the increase 
in the value of the total trade. Thus, 
when the opponents of reciprocity cited 
the wonderful progress which has_ been 
made in the external trade of Canada 
without any lowering of the tariff wall 
between it and the United States, they 
ignored the fact that reciprocity was merely 
an extension and a liberalizing of the trade 
relations which has made it possible for 
Canada to show a foreign commerce of 
$736,000,000 for the year ending March 
31, 1911, against $218,000,000 in 1890 and 


$131,000,000 in 1868. Of the Canadian 
trade with other nations during the last 
fiscal year the share of the United States 
was 52.8 per cent, while that of the mother 
country was only 32.9 per cent. 

It is pointed out that of Candian pur- 
chases from the United States last year 
44 per cent was admitted free; of Amer- 
ican purchases from Canada 32 per cent 
was in duty-free goods. The dutiable por- 
tion of our exports to Canada paid an aver- 
age rate of 24 per cent; the dutiable part 
of our imports from Canada paid an aver- 
age rate of 43 per cent. On the articles 
of American export to Canada which now 
pay duty but which the treaty placed on 
the free list the Canadian customs col- 
lected last year $1,971,174; on articles on 
which the duty was mutually lowered there 
was collected $4,921,175; on articles on 
which the Canadian duty was lowered there 
was collected $3,589,839. The amount 
of duties remitted under the last two di- 
visions has been estimated at $810,275 in 
the one case and $582,151 in the other, so 
that the total remission of duties on the 
Canadian side totalled $3,363,600.- A per- 
ception of the fact on the part of the pro- 
tected interests that this was merely the 
beginning of a process that would finally 
have resulted in sweeping away all tariff 
restrictions on trade between the two coun- 
tries necessarily made them a unit in op- 
position to the treaty. 

The paper and pulp section of the bill 
as passed by Congress became effective 
immediately upon its approval by the Pres- 
ident, and paper made from timber cut on 
privately owned land has been coming in 
duty free without awaiting any action on 
the part of Canada. But the general reci- 
procity section of the bill which is, in 
effect, the treaty itself, was made con- 
tingent on the reduction by Canada of 
its duties in accordance with the agree- 
ment entered into by the negotiators who 
acted last January for both countries.

DEVELOPMENTS JABROAD MAKE this 

bit of comment from the Paris corre- 
spondent of the New York Evening Post 
interesting. The correspondent says, re- 
cently, ‘“‘The German people have lost more 
than they could gain by a hundred years’ 
trade with Morocco, This is the estimate 
of one who has been following closely the 
Berlin ‘Boerse panic.’ As the total sales 


of Germany in Morocco have never yet 
reached in any one year the sum of $4,000,- 
000 marks, and as the tumble on the Stock 
Exchange of Berlin has averaged 5 per cent 
all along the line, with from 11 to 14 per 
cent on some securities, and as wheat in 
Germany has risen 6 marks a ton—the 


estimate is not extravagant. People here 
are asking now how far Germany’s dis- 
pute with France is responsible for this 
condition of things? More particularly, 
what has the withdrawal of foreign money, 
and in particular of French money, from 
Germany had to do with it? 

“In both France and Germany, financial 
authorities seem to agree in saying that 
the Moroccan conflict is not the cause of 
the fall. By this they mean that all the 
essential factors of a fall have existed in- 
dependently of the political trouble. That 
is, the recent German speculation for a 
rise, pushed beyond all reasonable limits, 
left over-laden positions coinciding with a 
tightening money market. But that was 
as true of the Paris market as of Berlin; 
yet the fall in Paris has been practically 
limited to stocks like Rio Tinto, and par- 
ticularly South Africans, which are handled 
internationally. 


“The Moroccan difficulty, at all events, 
may easily have been the precipitating in- 
fluence. In a market just on the verge 
of giving way under other causes, the 
two months of the German gunboat at 
Agadir was easily the traditional last 
straw. That financial Paris, whose in- 
terest in the matter is the same as Ber- 
lin’s, should not have suffered equally, is 
because the Paris market differs essentially 
from that of Berlin at all times. Just 
now, moreover, it is not loaded up with 
Americans—and, what is more to the point, 
it has an abundance of available money on 
hand. 

“It is still believed on our Bourse, how- 
ever, that the French banks have been 
standing ready, at the word from Prime 
Minister Caillaux, to exercise their un- 
doubted powers of pressure on the German 
financial world. What is happening in 
Berlin does not necessarily presuppose 
that the word has been given. And on 
the other hand, it is true that the French 
banks have already felt obliged to take 
measures of self-protection. They are not 
lending out money in Germany as they 
have been accustomed to do, and the rea- 
son is that they have had to keep their 
capital well in hand for possible urgent 
need at home. If they had made their 
usual loans at the end of August, Berlin 
would probably not be in its present quan- 
dary.” 


AT ST. PAUL A CONFERENCE on agri- 

culture between representatives of the 
banking association of the middle West 
states will be held next month and the 
date fixed as soon as word is received from 
those who expect to attend the meeting. 
Joseph Chapman Jr. of the Northwestern 
National Bank, Minneapolis, chairman of 
the Minnesota state banking committee 
on agriculture, is corresponding with rep- 
resentatives from other states. The Min- 
nesota bankers were the first to interest 
themselves in agriculture in relation to 
banking. The banking associations of other 
states have joined in the movement, and 
it is expected that the Northwestern states, 
as well as Wisconsin, Iowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and Illinois will be represented at the 
conference. The bankers of Minnesota 
have been taking a prominent part in aid- 
ing the enactment of laws furthering de-

velopment of agricultural instruction in the 
high schools of the state. 


IN AN ARTICLE on “Our National Bank- 

ing System” the Wall Street Journal 
calls attention to a late compilation by the 
Comptroller of the Currency giving an in- 
teresting bird’s-eye view of the develop- 
ment of the national banking system, from 
its foundation in 1864 down to the pres- 
ent time. The total number of national 
banks has more than doubled since the 
authorization of institutions with a cap- 
ital of less than $50,000 by the gold stand- 
ard act of March 14, 1900. The number 
at that time was 3,617; on Aug. 31 last it 
was 7,318. 

In commenting on this compilation the 
Journal says: 

“The authorized capital has naturally 
not increased in quite the same proportion, 
but the increase has been more than 65 
per cent. The amount at the earlier date 
was $616,308,095; on Aug. 31 last, $1,032,- 
562,135. As already indicated in these 
columns, there has been a slackening in 
the granting of new charters. The num- 
ber for the first eight months of the pres- 
ent calendar year was 161, as compared 
with 212 for the same period last year, 
and much higher figures for several preced- 
ing years. 

“The existing number of national banks, 
7,318, represents a survival from 10,074 
institution organized since 1864. The dif- 
ference of 2,756 does not by any means 
represent in all cases insolvencies or even 
the voluntary abandonment of business, 
As classified by the comptroller, there have 
been 491 cases of insolvency in forty-seven 
years, or an average of about ten cases per 
year. It is only fair to the several thou- 
sand new banks organized with small cap- 
ital under the law of 1900 to say that 
they do not appear to have increased the 
proportion of insolvencies and receiverships 
under the national system. On the con- 
trary, with a greatly increased number of 
institutions the number of insolvencies was 
only nine during the year ending Oct. 31, 
1909, and six for 1910. The additional 
cases during the past year have been only 
seven. 

“Analysis of the causes of liquidation 
cannot be made in detail without an ex- 


haustive examination of separate cases. It 
appears, however, from the classifications 
made by the comptroller, that of 2,265 
banks gone into liquidation a very large 
proportion have done so in connection with 
some plan of merger or reorganization. Up 
to the close of the banking year 1910 the 
number of cases where banks had avowedly 
gone into voluntary liquidation for the 
purpose of organizing new associations with 
the same or a different title numbered 
about 350. There were also about 200 
cases of liquidation on the expiration of 
the bank’s charter, where a new association 
was formed with the same or a different 
title. This leaves about 1,700 other cases, 
where the records appear to have been 
less complete. 

“Our national banking system will en- 
ter upon a new era if some such measure 
as the Aldrich plan becomes law, creating 
a central reserve association and trans- 
ferring to it the privilege of note issue. 
There is no reason why the national banks 
should not be equally successful under 
the new system as under the old. In- 
deed, they are likely to enjoy an enhanced 
prestige if they are the only institutions 
permitted to take refuge behind the re- 
sources of the reserve association in periods 
of pressure in the money market.” 


IN A TABULATION of the Mutual Savings 

banks in the United States, the Comp- 
troller of the Currency shows the com- 
parison between the conditions of 1911 and 
1910 which is very interesting. This state- 
ment is usually issued about November, 
but owing to the promptness of the State 
bank authorities the Comptroller is able 
to get it out much earlier. 

This statement is issued once a year, 
Similar annual statements will be made 
of the stock savings banks, the State 
banks, the loan and trust companies and 
the private banks. According to a mem- 
orandum prepared for the Comptroller it is 
shown that in 1909 the average deposit 
account in the trustee banks in the United 
Kingdom was $140.70, while in the British 
postal banks the average deposit was 
$702.36. The average deposit account in 
both the Mutual and the Stock Savings 
banks in the United States in 1910 was 
$445.20. 
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Following is the tabulation of the con- 
dition of the Mutual Savings banks in the 
United States, as of June 7, 1911, and com- 
parison with the returns on June 30, 1910 
(000s omitted):

THE FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION

IN ANALYZING a financial and business 

situation, such as we are now experienc- 
ing, it is necessary to speak candidly, not 
with a view of alarming people but for 
the purpose of getting at the situation 
in a way to enable us to meet conditions 
that are ahead. At various times in the 
last two or three years it has been nec- 
essary to point out that there were many 
artificial conditions in the general situ- 
ation that must be eliminated through 
a readjustment before we were funda- 
mentally prepared for a long and steady 
period of prosperity. That such a period 
will come is a natural conclusion from 
what has taken place in the past and it 
is equally as reasonable to conclude that 
before we can reach this state of pros- 
perity there must be liquidation and read- 
justment. 

In a resourceful country such as ours 
where business activity is great and where 
the population is energetic, we are apt to 
swing ahead at a pace greater than con- 
servatism would warrant. Success is ex- 
hilerating and when one feels in the mood 
he is apt to set a pace that in the end 
may cause some disarrangement of the 
system. The experiences in the last de- 
cade have clearly proved that the Amer- 
ican people have been going at a more 
rapid pace than ever before in history for 
such a prolonged period. The desire for 
money and the apparent ease with which 
it has been secured, the love for luxury 
and a growing tendency to disregard the 
rights of others, has led to a condition in 
the business world such as has never 
been experienced before. 

Europe looks upon us and our accom- 
plishments in utter amazement and at 


times there has been disposition abroad 
to question our ability to maintain the 
new standard, but in this growing and 
energetic republic, there is another ele- 
ment which must be considered and that is 
the element that sees ahead and is deter- 
mined to arouse the public conscience to 
a point of restraining the speed and pre- 
venting a further development of a dis- 
regard of the rights of others and of the 
principles of economics. In the develop- 
ments of the last half decade, this coun- 
try finds a clear illustration of the evil 
effects of inflation. Values were inflated, 
fortunes swollen and speculation reached 
unprecedented activity. In our inflation 
of bank circulation, the speculation in the 
stock market found encouragement and, 
when it reached a dangerous level, funds 
not needed in general business found em- 
ployment elsewhere, until a condition de- 
veloped where too much liquid capital had 
gone into unusual investments. Banks, 
in order to protect their reserves, were 
compelled to restrict loans and thus forced 
curtailment in general business activity 
and steady liquidation. This situation 
developed early last year when it was 
found that the land speculation had gone 
beyond reasonable limits. 

For a year and more, the business world 
has been experiencing a period of gradual 
and steady liquidation and the country has 
experienced a slowing down process that 
in the end will prove very healthful. As 
collateral developments, there must be con- 
sidered the political agitation and ques- 
tions of legislation bearing directly upon 
business affairs. The unprecedented ex- 
pansion in business and disregard of the 
rights of others has led to the develop- 
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ment of a policy of government supervision 
and regulation of large aggregations of 
wealth engaged in business. Years ago 
there was placed upon the statute books 
a law providing for the interstate commerce 
commission and for the supervision and 
regulation of means of transportation, It 
required years of controversy to make 
that law effective but court interpretations 
have made the situation fairly clear as to 
what is expected of the railroads and as 
to their duty to the public. 

Whether recent decisions have been un- 
necessarily harsh is a matter which time 
alone will tell. For the moment the rail- 
roads are complaining bitterly and with 
some degree of justification in view of the 
political interference which in recent years 
has forced the wage increases.

Just now industrial corporations are go- 
ing through a similar development and 
there is a greater tendency today toward 
government supervision of corporations do- 
ing an interstate business than ever. Nat- 
urally these developments, together with 
the interpretation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, have had the effect of disturb- 
ing investments. In all readjustments to 
new conditions there necessarily must be 
some degree of uncertainty and it is this 
uncertainty that is disturbing the minds 
of investors and unsettling security market 
prices. 

It had been expected that business would 
go ahead at a much slower speed, in view 
of the approach of a presidential year, than 
in former years, but for a time underlying 
conditions seemed to point toward a fair 
revival in business this fall. So far this 
revival has not developed. What the im- 
mediate causes of this are, is difficult to 
say at the moment. Abroad we find a 
disturbed condition, keener in many respects 
than our own, Germany has spread out 
her credit to such an extent that it is 
too thin to withstand serious strain. Her 
markets and her banking situation have 
been very much disturbed in recent weeks. 
England is seriously disturbed by labor 
controversies. Italy, Turkey and other 
European nations are showing serious in- 
dications of unrest. The failure of the 
Bank of Egypt is another indication of 
disturbed conditions, 

These foreign situations may clear them-

selves without causing serious and far- 
reaching disturbance and in that event, this 
country may continue with its period of 
steady liquidation without a development 
of violence. The fact that we set about 
early to clean house by force of circum- 
stances growing out of the sudden develop- 
ments of over-speculation in lands and 
other less liquid forms of investment, has 
been the chief influence no doubt in avoid- 
ing violence and panic. So steady has 
the general liquidation been, that until 
it reached the lines of trade that come 
closer to the masses it was difficult for 
people to understand that the country was 
going through a period of readjustment. 
In fact those who give close study to 
economic developments and to the business 
situation were unable to satisfy their 
own minds that the developments of the 
last year would prove extensive and far- 
reaching.

It seemed possible, in view of the fact 
that this country had experienced a rather 
sharp panic in 1907, that its banking and 
industrial position was so fortified as to 
enable it to enter another period of pros- 
perity without a complete readjustment. 
Possibly such would have been the case 
had it not been for developments at Wash- 
ington, relative to the regulation and 
supervision of corporations and to tariff 
revision agitation, 

But, be that as it may, it was evident 
that these problems must be met sooner 
or later and in the end it may prove to 
have been a part of wisdom to have taken 
up the matter of readjustment to work it 
out at the present time. Delay is fre- 
quently more expensive than meeting a 
difficult problem at the moment it ap- 
pears. Just now, when the speculative 
security markets are undergoing rather 
drastic liquidation and prices are declin- 
ing, we find that the same tendency that is 
found elsewhere throughout the world, a 
desire to hold somebody responsible and 
to make him the scape-goat. Wall Street, 
just now, is trying to decide who is the 
“goat,” unmindful of the fact that Wall 
Street and what it represents—and by 
Wall Street is not meant the financial dis- 
trict in New York alone—may have been 
a heavy contributor to the present situ- 
ation. In fact, it has been apparent for 
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months, that the market situation was an 
artificial one, that prices had resisted gen- 
eral economic tendencies and _ influences, 
due largely to the fact that in the busi- 
ness contraction there was released more 
money than was actually needed, and bank- 
ing interests found themselves able, as a 
result of cheap money, to hold up market 
values. So long as the hope continued to 
be firmly lodged in the speculative mind 
that the country would add a tremendous 
volume of new wealth through its agri- 
cultural production and the European situ- 
ation continued favorable, stocks were 
held at a level out of proportion to the 
trend in railroad earnings and in general 
business.

When the foreign situation became dis- 
turbed, as a result of international political 
controversies and of internal political af- 
fairs, and it became evident that the crop 
production would not be sufficient to offset 
the effects of our own over-speculation, 
the stock market began to respond to the 
general trend and yielded slowly at first, 
but steadily. In the last two months, the 
liquidation in the stock market has been 
more or less drastic. At times demoraliza- 
tion developed, but the great banking in- 
terests of the country find themselves in 
a position to extend support when most 
needed and thus steady the market. 
Hence there have been less developments 
of violence and of disaster than is usual 
in a market which has experienced the de- 
cline that our stock markets have experi- 
enced since the first day of August.

We now come to the point where we 
must look somewhat into the future and 
seek from the recent developments, some 


idea of what lies before us. Of course it 
is impossible to predict our future, for if 
we could do that the problem would be 
simple enough, but we can foresee to some 
extent at least some of the difficulties that 
we must encounter. The most serious at 
the present time seems to be that affect- 
ing labor. So far labor has borne a very 
small part of the burden of liquidation. 
The wage unit continues at its old level. 
Labor’s discovery of its strength through 
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union has created a condition, making in 
some instances for rather excessive de- 
mands and creating an attitude at times 
which is likely to meet serious opposition. 
But it seems certain that, in the develop- 
ments of the next few months unless an 
unforeseen condition arises making tor 
betterment in the business world, iabor 
must accept a greater share of the bur- 
den of liquidation and readjustment than 
it has in the past. That any attempt to 
cut the wage unit will be met with bitter 
resistance seems possible. Within the last 
month we have had an illustration of the 
danger of this development. But just 
what lies before us is uncertain. It may 
be possible that the large number of men 
out of employment may restrain labor or- 
ganizations from resisting cuts in the wage 
unit, but unless there is a marked im- 
provement in general trade, both the wage 
unit and dividends must be reduced. 


The effect of a reduction in wages, while 
temporarily curtailing the buying power 
of those fortunate enough to be employed, 
necessarily must be toward greater econ- 
omy. Extravangance in expenditures has 
not been confined to the rich and to the 
farmer, for the wage earner in recent years 
has been living more luxuriously than at 
any time in modern history. Curtailment 
of hours and of the number of employees 
has already forced considerable economy, 
but this tendency to economize has not 
gone sufficiently far to materially affect 
the cost of living. It is a lamentable con- 
dition, touching closely the lives of all 
citizens that the prices of commodities 
entering largely into our subsistence con- 
tinue at a high level. To some extent, this 
is due to the congestion of vast popula- 
tions in our cities. A very large element 
of our population, those who work in fac- 
tories, stores and offices and elsewhere, 
performing a useful function and are not 
producers so far as actual necessaries of 
life are concerned, are feeling severely this 
high cost of living. As the population 
continues to grow, production fails to keep 
up a relative increase. 

A large element of this non-productive 
class work for a stipulated salary or 
wage. Competition has kept that income 
at a comparatively low level in most in- 
stances, Excepting where wages have been 
advanced through organization, this vast 
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element has found its buying power grad- 
ually diminishing in recent years and un- 
til there is a readjustment of commodity 
prices, thus reducing the cost of living, 
and of distribution of the profits more 
generally on the production of articles con- 
sumed in this country, the country can- 
not be said to be fundamentally pros- 
perous. The retailer at the present time 
is feeling the effects of these developments, 
The buying power of the consumer has 
been so curtailed as to seriously affect the 
volume of sales. Smaller profits in many 
lines are already the rule, but this read- 
justment has not gone sufficiently far to 
make it impressive. It would seem, there- 
fore, quite probable that before we enter 
upon a fundamentally prosperous period 
that there must be considerable further 
readjustment. 


EXPLAINS THE {NUMERICAL SYSTEM 


The American Bankers’ Association has 
published a pamphlet offering an explana- 
tion of the numerical system adopted by 
it, under which a uniform method of num- 
bering the banks in the United States is 
provided and published by Rand McNally 
& Co. The details of the plan, as pointed 
out in an earlier issue were worked out 
by a committee named at a meeting of 
Transit Managers held in Chicago last 
September, which had been called by the 
Clearing House Section of the American 
Bankers’ Association. This committee 
consisted of W. G. Schroeder, Chairman, 
Secretary of the Continental & Commer- 
cial National Bank of Chicago, C. R. Me- 
Kay, Manager of the Transit Department 
of the First National Bank of Chicago, and 
J. A. Walker, Assistant Manager of the 
Transit Department of the Corn Exchange 
National Bank of Chicago. The system 
devised by this committee was adopted by 
the Executive Council of the American 
Bankers’ Association at its meeting in 
Nashville last May. In its description of 
the system the pamphlet says: 


“The reserve cities, including Buffalo, 
N. Y., and Memphis, Tenn., are each desig- 
nated by a prefix number, with the ex- 
ception of Brooklyn, which is included with 
New York City; Kansas City, Kan., which 
is included with Kansas City, Mo., and 
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South Omaha, which is included with 
Omaha. The cities are numbered from 1 
to 49, inclusive, in the order of their pop- 
ulation, according to the Government 
Census of 1910. The lower numbers are 
thus assigned to the larger cities. 

“In the cities which are designated by 
a prefix number, the clearing house banks 
are numbered with their clearing house 
numbers, and non-clearing banks are num- 
bered according to seniority, the individual 
numbers of the banks following the prefix 
numbers of the cities. The Treasurer and 
Assistant Treasurers of the United States 
and the Post Offices are also numbered in 
these cities, 

“The prefix numbers from 50 to 99 in- 
clusive, have been assigned to the States, 
which have been divided into five sections. 
Those containing the principal collecting 
centres, namely, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, Missouri and California, have been 
given the first numbers in their respective 
sections, 50-60-70-80-90, to indicate that 
the following numbers in each section rep- 
resent the States in the same territory. 
Numbers 59 and 89 are left blank, but may 
be used in the future to number the banks 
in Canada and Alaska. With the excep- 
tion of the five States heading each sec- 
tion, the States are numbered in alpha- 
betical order in each section. 

“The State prefix numbers, together 
with Clearing-house numbers, are used in 
numbering the banks in the largest city 
in each State other than the reserve cities, 
which are designated by prefix numbers of 
their own, thus permitting the use of the 
Clearing-house numbers for the banks in 
such cities, all other cities being designated 
by the use of the State prefix and the num- 
bers given to the banks which are con- 
tinued in the relative order of the popu- 
lation of the cities in each State. Each 
bank is numbered in consecutive order, ac- 
cording to seniority in each city or town, 
excepting in towns having only one bank, 
in which case the banks are numbered in 
alphabetical order, according to towns. 
The system, therefore, permits the use of 
clearing-house numbers to designate banks 
in ninety-seven of the principal cities of 
the country. Blank numbers are left to 
be assigned to new banks in all cities of 
5,000 population and over, and also at the 
end of each State.”

Report of the committee on legislation, 
by Mr. Oliver C. Fuller, Chairman. 

At the coming meeting of the Associa- 
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tion the question of banking legislation as 
proposed in the Aldrich plan and modified 
by the Currency Commission of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association will be given 
special prominence. Discussion will be had 
of all the various phases of the plan, and 
to this end sixteen speakers have been as- 
signed to treat of its different aspects. 
Senator Aldrich will address the Conven- 
tion on the subject, and George M. Rey- 
nolds, President of the Continental & Com- 
mercial National Bank of Chicago, and 
James B. Forgan, President of the First 
National Bank of Chicago, are also slated 
to speak at the meeting. In view of the 
time which is expected to be taken up in 
the consideration of the currency problem, 
everything else has been made subservient 
to it, and it is understood that it is the 
purpose, in the preparation of the program 
of the various sections, to bring the pro- 
ceedings of each into as brief a compass as 
may be consistent. The wide interest al- 
ready evidenced in the coming session, as 
well as the interest which centres at the 
present time in the currency-reform ques- 
tion and the resultant discussion which is 
to be had, afford indication that the forth- 
coming meeting will be one of the most im- 
portant in the annals of the Association. 


The New York Central Lines is prepar- 
ing a handsome itinerary of its “Bankers 
Special” trains to the thirty-seventh an- 
nual convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association at New Orleans Nov. 20 to 24th, 
and the cruise to the Panama Canal. The 
booklet is magnificently gotten up and con- 
tains scenes in color taken at the various 
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places en route at which scheduled stops 
are to be made, and also views of the con- 
vention city, Panama and the Canal as it 
appears to-day. The trains are to be 
known as the red, white, blue and 
green sections, similar to the arrangement 
of the famous trains run last year to the 
Los Angeles meeting, and are to be en- 
tirely new, of solid steel construction. The 
bankers will be entertained by the Clear- 
ing-House Associations in Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and Vicksburg. In discussing a 
post-convention trip, the Transportation 
Committee decided that no point conven- 
iently reached from New Orleans could 
offer such inducements or would be of such 
great interest as Panama. Every one alive 
to the great interests involved, it is con- 
ceded, would like to see it, and the cruise 
that has been planned will afford the 
bankers an opportunity to do so under the 
most favorable conditions. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Clearing House Section of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association was held in New 
York city on Sept. 1, for the consideration 
of routine matters in connection with the 
work of the section. Charles A. Ruggles, 
Manager of the Boston Clearing House As- 
sociation, was elected Vice-President of the 
Section, succeeding the late George Guck- 
enberger of Cincinnati, and the appoint- 
ment of a Secretary, made necessary by 
reason of the increased work, was author- 
ized at the meeting. The “numerical sys- 
tem” was discussed, and plans were promul- 
gated for developing the system so that it 
may eventually be adopted by every bank 
in the United States. 


An exceptionally able paper on “The Ald- 
rich Plan” was presented before the con- 
vention this week of the Nebraska Bankers’ 
Association by Arthur Reynolds, President 
of the Des Moines National Bank, of Des 
Moines, Iowa. Mr. Reynolds offered an 
extended analysis of various phases of the 
proposed plan, showing the benefits which 
will result through its adoption. In a dis- 
cussion of the plan, with the modifications 
suggested by the Currency Commission of 
the American Bankers’ Association, he 
pointed out, it should be continually borne 
in mind that the result sought is more 


largely a change in the methods of busi- 
ness, whereby the distribution of credit 
will be properly utilized, rather than effort 
at currency reform or any general change 
or reorganization of the National Banking 
Act as a whole. “Our present banking 
system,” Mr. Reynolds continued, “contains 
many desirable features which it would be 
unwise to abandon, and the plan contem- 
plates only such changes as will liberalize 
the Banking Act and make more effective 
its present well-recognized benefits, and 
would tend to the very desirable and some- 
what necessary feature of unification of 
the banking business of the country as a 
whole.” In disposing of the objection raised 
that the plan which would finally be sub- 
mitted would be for the benefit and pro- 
tection alone of the large city institutions, 
leaving the banks located in the interme- 
diary money centres and in the country 
entirely dependent upon the benevolence of 
the banks in the large cities, Mr. Rey- 
nolds said: 

“We find instead that Mr. Aldrich and 
the Commission have met the most pro- 
gressive thought of the day and have pop- 
ularized their plan by making the proposed 
association so representative in character 
as to conform in many particulars to our 
present form of general government. This 
will be particularly noticeable in the 
method of choosing its directors, which not 
only gives due representation, according to 
capitalized interest, but spreads the repre- 
sentation over all parts of our territory, 
giving to the various commercial and agri- 
cultural interests their proper presentation. 

“Tt is recognized that the beneficial effect 
of such a system will be extended into 
every branch of business in the country, in- 
cluding that of banking—giving a stability 
and liquidity to our economical credits and 
thereby placing the business of the country 
upon a more economical and substantial 
basis, enabling us to compete with foreign 
countries and ultimately occupy a leading 
place in the financial world that a country 
of such unbounded resources, ingenuity and 
energy should enjoy.” 


Under action taken by the Cincinnati 
Clearing House Association on Aug. 29, trust 
companies have for the first time been ad- 
mitted to membership. Four of the insti- 
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tutions have joined the association and be- 
gan clearing as members on Sept. 6. They 
are the Central Trust & Safe Deposit Com- 
pany, the Cincinnati Trust Company, the 
Union Savings Bank & Trust Company and 
the Provident Savings Bank & Trust Com- 
pany. One of the qualifications for the 
admittance of trust companies is that they 
have a capital of at least $500,000. In- 
cluding the trust companies, the Clearing 
House is now made up of fourteen member 
institutions. The Association is preparing 
to adopt its new system of clearing-house 
examinations decided upon in July; as in- 
dicated Aug. 5, Samuel L. McCune, for nine 
years national bank examiner, has been se- 
lected as the Clearing House examiner. 


The details of the program presented at 
the annual convention of the Washington 
Bankers’ Association, which was held at 
Wenatchee, Wash., on Sept. 14, 15 and 16, 
indicates that a wide range of topics were 
discussed, the principal one being that which 
has been assigned to Robert W. Bonynge of 
the National Monetary Commission, who ad- 
dressed the bankers on “The Reserve Asso- 
ciation of America.” Some other speakers 
and their subjects were “The Relation of 
the Banker to the Farmer,” by Joseph Chap- 
man, Jr., Vice-President of the Northwest- 
ern National Bank of Minneapolis; “The 
Reserve City Bank and its Country Cor- 
respondent,” by J. A. Swalwell, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the National Bank of Commerce, 
Seattle; “Some Questions of Interest to the 
Country Banker,” by George P. Wiley, 
Cashier of the Waterville Savings Bank. 
P. C. Kauffman, Second Vice-President of 
the Fidelity Trust Company of Tacoma, is 
Secretary of the Association. 


The National Association of State Bank 
Supervisors will hold its annual conven- 
tion in New Orleans at the same time the 
American Bankers’ Association will con- 
vene in November. Giles L. Wilson is Sec- 
retary of the organization. 


According to an opinion of Attorney- 
General Grant G. Martin of Nebraska, 
amendments which have been made to the 
Nebraska bank deposit guaranty law re- 
peal by implication that portion of the law 
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governing the bonding of public funds. The 
effect of the ruling, is that with the Act 
providing for the guaranty of deposits the 
banks are not required to furnish bonds 
for the deposit of State funds. 

In the future, then, the funds of the 
State will be secured in exactly the same 
manner as those of private depositors. 
With the $6,000,000 State funds now on 
deposit in various banks over the State, 
the opinion contemplates the securing of 
$66,253,568.72 deposits by a fund of $163,- 
633.93. When the assessment was made 
on the banks of the State for the depos- 
itors’ fund, no provision was made for in- 
cluding in the “average daily deposits” 
moneys designated as “otherwise secured.” 
As all of the $6,000,000 of State funds was 
secured at that time by fidelity bonds, none 
of the banks was assessed for these 
amounts on deposit in their institutions. 

State Treasurer George has maintained 
that the banks should not be released from 
this fidelity bond given for the protection 
of such State funds as they had on deposit. 
When these bonds expire, therefore, the 
Attorney-General’s opinion would indicate 
that they would no longer be forced to take 
such steps, and, on the other hand, will be 
subjected to an inclusion of State funds in 
their reports of “average daily deposits.” 

The opinion of the Attorney-General was 
given in response to an inquiry made by 
George Hall, Democratic candidate last year 
for State Treasurer. 

A similar ruling with regard to the bond- 
ing of county funds is said to have been 
rendered to the Treasurer of Lancaster 
County, Neb., by County Attorney Strode. 
The latter has decided that banks desig- 
nated as county depositories, and which 
have complied with the deposit-guaranty 
Act, as amended, need not furnish a bond 
for the county funds deposited with them. 


Secretary Franklin MacVeagh says: “A 
National City Company decision will not 


be forthcoming until November. The 
President now has all the papers—Mr. 
Wickersham’s opinion and my own—but is 
not disposed to act until later, in order to 
form a careful opinion. The national bank- 
ing law does not actually prohibit forma- 
tion of such security companies, but some 
of their actions have been frowned on.”

The Central Bank & Trust Company of 
Fort Smith, Ark., has been organized. 

The Merchants’ National Bank of Port- 
land, Ore., has doubled its capital to 
$500,000. 

The Old Colony Trust Company of Bos- 
ton has increased its capital from $2,500,- 
000 to $7,500,000. 

The Bank of Commerce, of Pasadena, 
Calif., has been converted into the National 
Bank of Commerce. 

George D. McDaniel has organized the 
McDaniel National Bank at Springfield, 
Mo., with a capital of $100,000. 

The Bank of Idaho at Boise City has 
been converted into the Pacific National 
Bank with a capital of $200,000. 

A committee of eight has been appointed 
under authority of the Georgia legislature 
to revise the banking laws of that state. 

The First National Bank of Milwaukee 
is planning to erect a new home to cost 
approximately $1,500,000 and to be six- 
teen stories high. 


Robert P. Perkins, President of the Hart- 
ford Carpet Corporation has been elected 
a director of the Windsor Trust Company 
of New York City. 


The Atlantic National Bank of Provi- 
dence, R. I., has increased its capital to 
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$300,000 the change being approved by 
the comptroller of the currency. 

C. C. Hemming, formerly Vice-president 
of the El Paso National Bank of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., has been elected President 
to succeed W. S. Jackson, retired. 

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Bank 
of Milwaukee has obtained a 99 year lease 
on property on West Water Street and is 
planning to erect a 10-story building. 

Arrangements are being perfected for the 
establishment in the Republic of Santo 
Dagningo of its first modern banking in- 
stitution to be known as the National 
Bank of Santo Domingo. 


The State Trust Company at Plainfield, 
New Jersey, has been appointed a Postal 
Savings depositary by the authorities at 
Washington. The Plainfield Post-Office 
having been authorized to receive Postal 
Savings deposits on October 21st. 

The International Trust Company of 
Denver now has a combined capital and 
surplus of $1,000,000. H. M. Blackmer is 
President, Theodore G. Smith, Vice-Pres- 
ident and H. H. Brooks, Secretary and trust 
officer. 


The commercial paper department of the 
Interstate Trust & Banking Company of 
New Orleans has opened an office in the 
New Harris Trust building in Chicago, C. A. 
Wurtele, Manager of the department being 
temporarily in charge. 
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The Denver National Bank has increased 
its capital stock to $1,000,000 and its sur- 
plus to $1,250,000. Three new members 
have been added to the directory, Claude 
K. Boettcher, John H. Porter and Ernest 
A. Peters. 


The Hennepin County Savings Bank of 
Minneapolis has increased its capital stock 
and surplus to $250,000 each. The bank 
has rounded out 41 years of operation and 
its President W. H. Lee will soon com- 
plete 37 years of continuous service with 
it. 

The Farwell Trust Company of Chicago 
has decided to retire from the banking field. 
Five Chicago banks advanced some $2,100,- 
000 to the Farwell Trust to enable it to 
liquidate. The bank was heavily inter- 
ested in the Willow District Irrigation 
project. 

The Oklahoma City National Bank at 
Oklahoma City which was taken over by 
the State National Bank of that place has 
been placed in voluntary liquidation. The 
Oklahoma National Bank of Tulsa, Okla., 
has been liquidated, the First National 
Bank of Tulsa having taken over its assets. 


Arrangement for increasing their facili- 
ties for handling business has lately been 
undertaken by the Marshall & Ilsley Bank 
of Milwaukee. Work has been commenced 
on a new structure on East Water Street 
which will be four stories high and will be 
constructed entirely of stone with granite 
base. The building will be occupied ex- 
clusively by the bank. 


Samuel S. Campbell, Vice-President of the 
Fourth National Bank of New York, has 
just returned from a six weeks’ trip in 
Europe. While Mr. Campbell’s trip was 
really for pleasure, he found time to put 
the finishing touches on the plans of the 
Fourth National Bank for the opening of 
a Foreign Department. 


The Ohio State Banking department has 
made a ruling to the effect that bank and 
trust company officials must know the 
value of each piece of paper accepted by 
them as security for loans and in addi- 
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tion must be acquainted with the makers 
and endorsers and have knowledge as to 
their liabilities and assets. In case where 
the bank officers do not know the makers 
the examiners are instructed to require that 
the paper be replaced at once. 

The building of the First National Bank 
of Pittsburgh at Fifth Avenue and Wood 
Street has been sold to a New York syn- 
dicate for $3,000,000. In disposing of the 
property the First National is complying 
with the suggestion of the comptroller of 
the currency that National Bank divest 
themselves of all real estate not absolutely 
required in their banking business. 


Through a mistake in reporting for the 
July 1911 edition of the Rand-McNally 
Bankers’ Directory, the Bank of Fergus 
County, Lewiston, Montana, shows cash and 
due from banks as $26,000. These figures 
should be $326,000. This bank snows total 
resources of over a million and a half and 
is one of the oldest and strongest banks in 
the state. 

Attention has been called on the edi- 
torial pages of this issue to an error in re- 
porting the figures of the First National 
Bank of Spartansburg, S. C., in the July 
edition of the Rand-McNally Bankers’ Di- 
rectory. The deposits of this bank are 
over one million dollars, not one hundred 
thousand as shown. It is the oldest and 
largest bank in Spartansburg and one of 
the largest in the state. 


The movement to make general the reg- 
istration of commercial paper seems to be 
growing in favor and the Trans-Mississippi 
Grain Company, which is a Nebraska corpo- 
ration with headquarters in Omaha has ap- 
pointed the First Trust Company of Omaha 
as its registrar and will register all paper 


issued by it in the future. Some months 
ago the International Paper Company and 
the Stone & Webster Companies adopted a 
similar policy. 

The Harris Trust & Savings Bank of 
Chicago has moved into its new home a 
magnificent skyscraper adjoining the Cen- 
tral Trust Company on Monroe Street near 
LaSalle Street. The bank opened up in 
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its new quarters without display but dur- 
ing the first few days bankers and patrons 
in and out of Chicago called to congrat- 
ulfte President Harris and his associates, 
upon the magnificent building and upon the 
growth of the bank. 


The application of the Farmers Loan & 
Trust Company of New York for permis- 
sion to establish branches in London and 
Paris has been approved by State Super- 
intendent Banks, George C. Van Tuyl. 
This is in accordance with the law passed 
at the last session of the New York gen- 
eral assembly authorizing the maintenance 
of foreign branch offices by trust compa- 
nies having outstanding capital and sur- 
plus in excess of $5,000,000. 


Frederick Harris has been elected to suc- 
ceed his father the late Frederick Harris 
as President of the Third National Bank of 
Springfield, Mass. The new President has 
been with the institution since 1873 be- 
ginning as Assistant Cashier He became 


cashier in 1886 and continued in that po- 


sition until his present advancement. Ar- 
thur J. Skinner, Asst. Cashier, was ad- 
vanced to the position of Cashier while 
Frederick M. Jones has been elected Asst. 
Cashier. 


The National State Bank of Boulder, 
Colo., W. S. Bellman, Cashier, points with 
pride to the fact that its surplus and 
profits figures now stand at $136,000, with 
a capital of $50,000, putting this bank in 
the lead among the banks of Colorado in 
the comparative percentage of these two 
items. Owing to a mistake in reporting 
these figures for publication in the Rand- 
McNally Bankers’ Directory, the surplus 
and profit fund shows $36,000 in place of 
$136,000, in the Directory. 


Although the new central bureau, 
through which it is proposed to have a 
check on the cotton bills of lading, has 
been opened in New York under the direc- 
tion of Charles E. Mather, the movement is 
still enveloped in controversy. The ar- 
rangement for its establishment was _ per- 
fected by the Liverpool Cotton Bills of 


Lading Conference Committee and, while a 
number of cotton carrying railroads have 
consented to sign the agreement, many 
principal exchange buyers have declined to 
participate or recognize the newly estab- 
lished bureau. The committee appointed 
by the American Bankers Association has 
taken up the matter. 


The Columbia National Bank and the 
Union National Bank of Indianapolis are 
to be merged into an institution to be 
known as the National City Bank with a 
capital of $1,000,000 and a surplus of 
$200,000. The stockholders met to ratify 
the plans recommended by the directors on 
Sept. 25. Both of the old banks are to be 
liquidated under this plan the stockholders 
accepting stock of the National City Bank 
in exchange for their old shares on a basis 
of 120. The Columbia National was or- 
ganized in 1901 and Frank M. Milliken is 
its President. The Union National was or- 
ganized a year later and James M. MclIn- 
tosh, formerly a national bank examiner, 
is its President. 


Attention is called to the fact that in 
locking up the forms of the July 1911 edi- 
tion of the Rand McNally Bankers’ Direc- 
tory, the names of C. B. Munday and C. G. 
Appel, Vice Presidents of the LaSalle Street 
National Bank of Chicago, were raised a 
line so that they appear under the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank. The officers of 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank are: 
John J, Mitchell, President; Wm. H. 
Mitchell, Vice-President; Frederick T. Has- 
kell, Vice-President; Chauncey Keep, Vice- 
President; Henry A. Blair, Vice-President; 
B. M. Chattell, Cashier; J. I. Cooper, As- 
sistant Cashier; F. I. Cooper, Assistant 
Cashier; E. S. Layman, Assistant Cashier; 
Wm, H. Henkle, Secretary; F. M. Sills, 
Assistant Secretary. 


Developments which have had a more or 
less conspicuous bearing on the affairs of 
the Girard Trust Company of Philadelphia 
during the 75 years of its existence are re- 
garded in a booklet consisting of 20 pages 
of printed matter and numerous illustra- 
tions. The present institution had _ its 
basis in the Girard Beneficial Association 
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of Philadelphia, a savings bank, in 1835. 
One year later it was incorporated as the 
Girard Life Insurance Annuity & Trust 
Company of Philadelphia. In 1899 the 
name of the Girard Trust Company was 
adopted and the Insurance feature was 
dropped. E. B. Morris is President, W. N. 
Ely and A. A. Jackson, Vice-president, 
Charles J. Rhoads is Vice-President and 
Treasurer and E. S. Page, Secretary. 


John Perrin, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Fletcher-American National 
Bank of Indianapolis, has made known to 
the directors his intention to withdraw from 
the actual management of the institution 
before the first of the year. This is in 
accordance with his plans at the time of 
the consolidation of the Fletcher National 
and the American National Bank. Mr. 
Perrin will still retain a large interest in 
the bank. H. A. Schlotzhauer has re- 
signed as cashier of the Fletcher-American 
and Ralph K. Smith has succeeded him. 


In a recent announcement the Scandina- 
vian-American bank of Seattle points out 


that since 1900 it has experienced a growth 
without consolidation of 900 per cent in 


working capital and in deposits. In 1900 
the working capital was $110.00 and now 
it is in excess of $1,107,000, while deposits 
have increased from $960,000 in 1900 to 
close to $10,000,000 at the present time. 
The bank was opened April 27, 1892, with 
Andrew Chilberg its founder. Mr. Chilberg 
is still President of the bank while J. E.
